President Clark has surrounded 
himself with a set of able young men 
who will assist him in keeping the 
company in the front rank. Mr. Sage 
is a son of the late Dr. A. J. Sage, who 
was for many years editor of the Union 
Central Advocate. He has had a thor- 
ough training in home office work, 
some years ago being made assistant 
secretary and later promoted to the 
secretaryship. For some time, owing 
to the illness of Mr. Williams, he com- 
bined the duties of secretary and sec- 
ond vice-president, and a year ago was 
given the title of third vice-president in 
addition to that of secretary. As sec- 
ond vice-president, he will give less at- 
tention to office matters and will assist 
President Clark in agency and other 
administrative work. 

Williams Has Shown Marked Ability 

Secretary George L. Williams has 
shown marked ability as assistant sec- 
retary, and is fully competent to take 
up his new duties. For a time he was 
in charge of the company’s publicity 
department, and edited the company 
paper. He has literary tastes, and is a 
graduate of Ohio Wesleyan University, 
in which for many years his father was 
a professor.

SUCCESSOR TO H. L. EKERN 





Bitter Fight Being Waged Over the 
Decapitation of Head of Wisconsin 
Insurance Department 





Madison, Wis. Jan. 15—(Special)— 
The appointment of L. A. Anderson as 
insurance commissioner was sent to the 
senate today for confirmation. Under 
the rules it lays over until Friday. 

Madison, Wis., Jan. 15—(Special)— 
Late last night Governor McGovern ap- 
pointed Lewis A. Anderson, of Madi- 
son, for a number of years actuary in 
the insurance department, as state in- 
surance commissioner to succeed Her- 
man L. Ekern, whom he removed from 
office one week ago today. Mr. Ander- 
son will accept. 

Undaunted, Mr. Ekern’s lawyers will 
carry his case to the courts with the 
hope they can still establish his claims 
to the position. In senate circles this 
morning it was said that before that 
body will confirm the appointment, it 
will pass a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate the 
charges against Mr. Ekern. The sym- 
pathies of the senate are generally un- 
derstood to be in favor of Mr. Ekern. 

Senatorial Aspirations 


The governor is a prospective candi- — 


date for the United States senate two 
years hence, and it is freely talked 
among Mr. Ekern’s friends that the 
governor felt that a man with Mr. 
Ekern’s record for achievement in the 
insurance department might be a dan- 
gerous opponent. No indication of this 
has ever come from Mr. Ekern. In 
fact, he has consistently declined op- 
portunity for other preferment, and has 
seemed more interested in continuing 
his insurance work than anything else. 
Governor Makes Short Shift 

A notice of hearing was served on Mr. 
Ekern at his office last Wednesday morn- 
ing five minutes before the hearing was 
set to begin. The complaint was made 
by the governor’s executive clerk, who 
was the principal witness. The governor 
frequently was in a rage and refused all 
applications for time, stating that his 
jurisdiction to remove expir when the 
legislature met at noon. After hearing 
his executive clerk and the proprietor of 
the hotel where rooms had been rented 
by the speakership candidate whom Mr. 
Bkern was accused of aiding, and was 
just entering upon the testimony of Mr. 
Ekern, and ignoring a demand of assem- 
blymen present to be permitted to testify, 
the governor closed the hearing and or- 
dered Mr. Ekern’s dismissal. 

The law under which the commissioner 
is appointed provides that he shall not 
“serve on or under any political commit-

When asked about the reports of a 
change in the position of United States 
manager, Mr. Buchenberger stated that 
no definite arrangements have been 
made. He will sail Thursday of next 
week and unless he makes an appoint- 
ment by that time, he will return in 
the spring. He has negotiations on 
for the position and various rumors 
have been afloat as to the possible ap- 
pointee. 

(Mr. Buchenberger left a most favor- 
able impression in Chicago. He. was 
formerly joint manager of the United 
States department, and is well known 
in this country. He is a most cordial 
man, very approachable, and one who 
evidently carries with him the gospel 
of good cheer. 

Mr. Witkowsky Highly Regarded 

Mr. Witkowsky has given much of 
his time to the general agency work of 
his firm, and is held in the highest 
esteem by his associates. He is a gen- 
tleman by birth and education, who 
is a clear and positive thinker, and has 
stood for these many years for the 
highest standards in the business. Mr. 
Witwoksky has passed the three score 
and ten mark in years, and is one of 
the veterans in Chicago insurance cir- 
cles. He entered the old local agency 
of S. M. Moore & Co., in Chicago in 
1866. In 1872 the firm of Witkowsky 
& Affeld was formed, and they have 
conducted a local agency and been 
western general agents of the Ham- 
burg-Eremen ever since.

Maclay Hoyne, new state’s attorney for 
Cook county, is on the trail of Chicago’s 
arson trust which was uncovered a year 
and a half ago but was allowed, through 
inefficiency in the system of prosecuting 
criminals, to slip through the fingers of 
justice. Joseph Clarke, an adjuster for 
the assured, is alleged to have been 
trapped in an attempt to bribe an assist- 
ant state's woof He was endeavoring 
to have the grand jury prevented from 
bringing true bills against Edward and 
Paul Covitz, held on a charge of arson. 
It is charged that Clarke pai over 7 
the first installment of a “fee” of $1,000 
to BE. J. Raber, one of Mr. Hoyne’s as- 
sistants. He was immediately arrested 
by detectives hidden in the office. 





PROPOSED TENNESSEE LAWS 

Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 15.—(Special).— 
A bill was introduced in the Tennessee 
general assembly looking to the separa- 
tion of the office of state insurance com- 
missioner from that of the state treasurer. 
The proposed law places the salary at 
$3,600 and requires five years’ experience 
in the insurance business. A bill in the 
legislature that is the outgrowth of the 
bad condition of the German Fire of 
Memphis seeks to repeal the portion of 
the law which allows mutual fire com- 
panies to levy the contingent premiums. 
The passage of the bill would eliminate 
all fire mutuals in the state. 





M. H. Farina, insurance agent of Matta- 
wan, N. Y., pleaded guilty to four indict- 
ments against him for placing insurance 
in unauthorized companies in violation 
of the penal law. Sentence was sus- 
pended. The companies which issued pol- 
icles are the same as used by the two 
Anthonys recentl arrested and now 
awaiting trial. he New York depart- 
ment is proceeding against a Brooklyn 
broker named Seligman for grand larceny 
charged with converting money for pre- 
miums to his own use.

Farmers of Cedar Rapids Takes Over 
This Class From Anchor of Des 
Moines 








Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 15—(Special)— 
The Farmers Fire of Cedar Rapids 
took over the farm risks of the Anchor 
Fire of Des Moines late this afternoon. 
The contracts were signed and ap- 
proved by Auditor Bleakly and the 
transfer takes place at once. The an- 
nouncement that the Farmers had 
taken over the business caused some 
little surprise as it was supposed that 
one of the eastern companies which 
had been negotiating for reinsurance 
would get the risks. However, Presi- 
dent Edward H. Smith of the Farmers 
made the best proposition. The An- 
chor continues to remain in Des Moines 
with the exception that it agrees to 
keep out of the farm field hereafter.

Previous to the meeting the Kentucky 
and Tennesee departments gave out the 
report of an examination and strongly 
criticised transactions of the American 
Finance Company, which handled the 
stock sales. Charles E. Dexter of the 
finance company made a vigorous effort 
to get a directorate favorable, it is 
claimed, to the continued sale of the 
stock and friends of ex-Governor Beck- 
ham and Judge E. C. Orear, fought for 
a continuance of the present management 
that put a stop to the sale of the stock 
under the first plan. The credentials com- 
mittee appointed had proceeded but a 
little way in its work when it developed 
that an insurgent element elected by 
E. E. Fullerton of Greenup and Vi

This element gained ground so 
rapidly that it is said Dexter surrendered 
to the Fullerton-Smith faction and the 
latter captured the directorate which will 
elect officers a week hence.

RESERVE LAW THREATENS 


There appears to be more than a mere 
prospect of the passage by the Iowa 
legislature this winter of a new reserve 
law. It is said that the New York stand- 
ard or something nearly approaching it 
will almost without doubt be adopted. 
The present Iowa standard is 40 percent 
of the premium for term as well as an- 
nual business. The threat of such a law 
is said to have had much to do with the 
reinsurance of two Iowa companies this 
year and that at least one more is to 
follow. Raising of reserves would im- 
pair some of the companies of that state. 





Anticipating the early passage of a 
“blue sky” law, the Colorado department 
is asking new companies to answer the 
queries they will be compelled to answer 
after such law is adopted.

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ZUBER’S ANNUAL REPORT 


REPEAL VALUED POLICY LAW 


Called Vicious in Its Terms—Excellent 
Work Done by Ohio Fire Mar- 
shal’s Department 





In his annual report to the governor, 
Fire Marshal John W. Zuber of Ohio 
estimates that the fire loss in that state 
in 1912 did not exceed that of 1911, 
which was the lowest since the depart- 
ment was established in 1901. That 
the fire loss in the state has steadily 
diminished in that time is shown by 
the following table:

a low estimate of the property con- 
served each year by the department is 
$1,000,000. 

Decrease in Incendiary Fires 

The number of fires of undoubted in- 
cendiary origin during the year is given 
as ninety, with an estimated property 
damage of $105,000. In 1902 there were 
232 fires of undoubted incendiary origin, 
with a property loss of $347,567. The 
saving clearly due to the department’s 
work is $242,000 a year, or nearly four 
times what it costs to maintain the de- 
partment. 

Notwithstanding the great increase in 
property and property values in Ohio 
in the time since the department was es- 
tablished, the fire loss has gone down 
steadily, until that state has the best 
record of any in the Union, with a per 
capita loss of only $1.50, compared with 
the average for this country of $2.50. 


Seventy-two Convictions for Arson 

There were seventy-two convictions for 
arson during the year, this number never 
having been exceeded except in 1911, 
when there were eighty-five. The num- 
ber of warrants issued was 100, arrests, 
98, bound over, 53, failed to bind over, 
5, indictments, 38, failed to indict, 9, 





pleas of guilty 34, acquittals, 3, confes- 
sions, 33, pending cases, 40. 

The motives of the seventy-two persons 
convicted were as follows: To defraud 
insurance companies, 16; malice or re- 
venge, 22; to conceal crime, 7; pyro- 
| ene or insane, 8; malicious mischief, 


Work of Inspection 

The department employs four men 
whose work is almost exclusively that of 
making inspections, but all of the district 
men, of whom there are thirty, do in- 
spection work. Although there were 
thousands of orders directing the re- 
moval of buildings issued during the 
year, in only two cases was the depart- 
ment compelled to use its full powers 
in order to secure compliance. 

Total expenditures of the department 
last year amounted to $71,756, of which 
$47,987 were for salaries. Total receipta 
available for 1912 were $72,153. 


To Assist in Prosecutions 


On account of the indifference of prose- 
cuting attorneys in some cases, it is 
recommended that it be made the duty 
of the attorney for the department to 
assist in the prosecution of arson cases. 
It is also recommended that mutual as 
well as stock companies be taxed for the 
support of the department. 

The repeal of the valued policy law 
is strongly recommended. It is declared 
vicious in its terms and a statute which 
in effect creates and breeds arson. Over 
insurance by local agents is denounced 
and a law giving the insurance superin- 
tendent power to refuse a license to 
agents not properly qualified is suggested. 





Attack Made on Lloyds 


A strong attack on London Lloyds 
has been made by newspapers in Eu- 
rope and America because of risks al- 
leged to have been assumed against 
bombardment of seaports in case of a 
general European war growing out of 
the Balkan troubles. It is pointed out 
that all the great fire companies of the 
world have found it necessary to ex- 
clude war damages from their policies. 
It is alleged that the assets of Lloyds 
would be totally insufficient to meet 
the damages that would be inflicted in 
a general war and that Lloyds in as- 
suming such risks has taken premiums 
for indemnity which it would be un- 
able to provide should the contingency 
insured against occur. 





INDIANA MUTUALS MEET 


HAD INTERESTING PROBLEMS 





Rating Based on Hazard Was One of 
the Chief Topics at the 
Convention 





Rating as to hazards was one of the 
chief topics for discussion at the seven- 
teenth annual convention of the Mutual 
Insurance Companies Union of Indiana, 
held at the Hotel English, Indianapolis, 
Thursday and Friday of last week. 

The farm mutuals assess each mem- 
ber or policyholder alike, not taking 
into consideration extra charges for 
extra hazards. This system was pointed 
out as very unjust and against the best 
interests of the companies. Whether 
a new system of assessment will be 
adopted or not is still uncertain, the 
officers of the companies fearing to 
make a change from the old established 
custom. The facts of the situation 
were clearly pointed out. At present 
the farmer with an automobile or gaso- 
line in his barn or premises does not 
pay any more than the farmer without 
such extra hazards. All policyholders 
are assessed alike. A new system will 
have to be introduced sooner or later, 
as the present one is very unjust, and 
is out of date for present-day use. 

Live Stock Problem 

The live stock problem came in for 
a good share of discussion. Some mu- 
tuals insure live stock as a whole with- 
out placing any certain amount on any 
certain described animal. The most 
successful in this line set a stipulated 
amount in the policy on a described 
animal and the insurance covers against 
loss by fire and lightning in the build- 
ings or anywhere on the property of 
the insured. 

Fire prevention was discussed in 
nearly every paper presented. At all 
meetings of state mutual associations 





the subject of fire prevention is proven 
to be of the most vital interest to the 
companies. 
Thurber Gives a Talk 
_ Secretary O. M. Thurber, of the Na- 
tional Association of Mutual Com- 
panies, delivered the main address on 
fire prevention, his topic being “Fire 
Prevention on the Farm.” The ques- 
tion was first taken up nationally and 
then the enormous annual waste of 
farm property was shown. The speaker 
pointed out how the modern farmer 
was putting in all modern improve- 
ments, making a city home out of the 
country place, as far as conveniences 
were concerned, but that he was for- 
getting the extra necessity of protec- 
tion against loss by fire, which neces- 
sity increased as the improvements in- 
creased, the improvements bringing ex- 
tra hazards. 
Prevention for the Farm 

Each farm hazard was taken up in- 
dividually and discussed, which was 
followed by a thorough review of nec- 
essary fire prevention and protection 
equipment, such as lightning rods, 
chemical extinguishers, standpipes and 
hose attachments, fire pails, safety 
matches, gasoline storage, automobile 
storage, kerosene, electricity, acetylene 
and gas lighting systems, etc. 

A community volunteer fire brigade 
was urged for farming districts, and 
the farm mutual officers and directors 
were urged to use a little of the com- 
pany income for the purpose of edu- 
cation and publicity on the fire hazard 
problems. 

Cc. A. MocCotter’s Address 


C. A. McCotter of Indianapolis gave a 
very excellent paper on “The Position of 
Mutual Insurance in Relation to the Fire 
Waste.” This was the same subject han- 
dled by Mr. McCotter at the meeting of 
the National Association of Mutual In- 
surance Companies at Buffalo, N. Y., last 
August, and was repeated at Indianapolis 
by special request of some who had 
heard it. 

“Publicity of Mutual Insurance” was 
taken up thoroughly by Harry P. Cooper 
of Crawfordsville, Ind. Mr. Cooper is one 
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of the younger class of farm mutual sec- 
retaries and is a strong believer in adver- 
tising and good publicity of all kinds. 
He showed by figures the excellent re- 
sults his own farm mutual had received 
from an intelligent and systematic cam- 
paign of advertising and pointed out how 
that money rightly spent in this work 
showed returns in many ways. 

As a rule, mutual insurance companies 
do very little, if any, advertising and 
publicity work, but the facts and figures 
given by Mr. Cooper proved conclusively 
that this work was of just as much im- 
portance to the mutuals as to the stock 
companies. 

Address by the President 

The president’s address, by George V. 
Kell of Huntertown, Ind., was full of 
optimism for the future based on the 
rapid strides mutual insurance is making 
at the present time. His address also 
strongly urged fire prevention work. 

Joseph J. Peters spoke on the existing 
dangers of mutual insurance interests. 
Other interesting addresses were given 
by Amos Carson of Cicero, Ind.; Charles 
E. Miller of Mulberry, Ind., and N. A. 
McClung of Rochester, Ind. 

The report of the national convention 
was given by Secretary Nowlin of Moores 
Hill. This was followed by a talk on 
membership in the National association 
by O. M. Thurber. A unanimous stand- 
ing vote was given in favor of every 
company joining and co-operating with. 
the National association. The matter will 
be referred to the directors of every 
company and the Indiana Union will un- 
doubtedly join to a company.

It is customary to hold the mid- 
year conference of the National Asso- 
ciation of Local Fire Insurance Agents 
along about February, and there was 
serious talk of holding it in New York 
at the time of President Southgate’s 
visit to New England. The eastern and 
southern men, of course, were very 
anxious to have it in their section, but 
the western men were equally con- 
cerned to have it in the west, and sug- 
gested that a good time would be the 
occasion of President Southgate’s trip 
in April. 

A friendly rivalry developed between 
the east and west to see who would 
get the conference, and to settle the 
question the executive committee is 
making a canvass of the members of 
the mid-year conference as to their 
preference, which is now in progress. 





New England Round-Up 

Active preparations have been begun 
aomeg the New England associations 
to welcome President Southgate at the 
“round-up” to be held in Boston, Feb. 
14, under the auspices of the “New 
England Conference,” representing the 
various New England agents’ associa- 
tions. Plans are on foot for a large 
meeting. A dinner will be held at 
Young’s hotel on Friday evening, a date 
selected as best suited to accommodate 
local agents as well as the many spe- 
cial agents who expect to attend. 

The principal speaker will be Presi- 
dent Southgate. Mr. Southgate has al- 
ready made one trip through New Eng- 
land, and a big crowd is expected at 
Boston to meet him on his second vis- 


it. Another prominent speaker will be 
Colonel Walker Taylor of Wilmington, 
N. C. Each New England association 
will be represented by speakers. 





| With Chicago Brokers 








Brokers are interested in the pro- 
posed rule of the Chicago board sus- 
pending a policy if the premium be not 
paid on the 20th of the second month 
after the policy is issued. Brokers say 
that in many ways this is an excellent 
rule but some of them are inclined to’ 
doubt its practicability as a hard and 
fast rule. For instance, certain brok- 
ers tind it necessary to extend long 
credits owing to the peculiar business 
conditions. Take the warehouse line 
for instance. At certain periods of the 
year the assured are using all available 
capital and all they can borrow to make 
purchases. They cut down on all pay- 
ments for expenses. After the product 
begins to move, they have cash on hand 
and pay their bills. 

Some of the brokers claim that it is 
up to them to investigate the reliability 
of a customer and refuse to insure him 
if his credit is doubtful.

Insurance losses paid in Chicago last 
year amounted to $6,764,775, occording 
to the report of Chairman Cyrus Har- 
dy of the insurance patrol committee 
at the annual meeting of the Chicago 
board last week. This is an increase of 
$800,000 over 1911, while the premium 
income was practically stationary, na- 
tural increase being offset by rate re- 
ductions. 

All the old officers of the board were 
reelected, as follows: President, M. J 
Naghten, John Naghten & Co.; vice- 
president, H. G. Buswell, Chicago man- 
ager of the Home; treasurer, George S.

B. F. Rogers of Klee, Rogers & Co.,

Affeld were reelected members of the 
patrol committee.

They accept many risks 
that the agents pass upon and depend 
upon these men to pass upon them 
properly. An agent should always be 
frank in his reports on a risk and never 
misrepresent anything. 

Regarding the relations between 
agents, Mr. Woodbury said that they 
are learning to trust one another. 
While they are rivals in business they 
may compete honestly. Mr. Woodbury 
impressed upon the younger men espe- 
cially the necessity for making honesty 
one of the features of their code of 
ethics, if they expect to succeed and 
make useful members of society.

LAMENT DEATH OF MARK GEER 


Prominent Local Agent of Saginaw Is 
Stricken and Passes on Into the 
hadows 











The big fire companies doing busi- 
ness in Michigan lost one of their old- 
est and most capable agents last 
Thursday, in the death of Mark D. 
Geer, of Saginaw, West Side. At five 
o’clock in the evening he was attending 
to business as cheerily as was his cus- 
tom; at six o’clock he was dead. Apo- 
plexy, complicated by kidney trouble, 
was the cause. 


Nearly fifty special and local agents 
attended the funeral, which was held 
Saturday morning. He was so promi- 
nently connected in Saginaw, and was 
held in such universal esteem, that the 
residence was almost buried with floral 
remembrances. 


The Geer agency was established in 
1863 by his father, Benjamin Geer, who 
moved to Saginaw one year after Mark 
was born in Lawrenceville, Pa., in 1862. 
When Mark grew up he learned the ma- 
chinist’s trade, and worked at it until 
he was 25 years old, when he decided 
that the insurance business was best and 
entered his father’s agency in 1887. . 

Father and son were partners until the 
father died in 1904, after which Mark 
conducted the business alone. He ex- 
tended it throughout the northern part of 
the southern peninsula and a good dis- 
tance into the upper peninsula. In 1911 
he was president of the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Local Fire Insurance Agents. 

His brother, Henry Geer, who conduct- 
ed an agency in Saginaw, East Side, died 
about a year ago, and as the other rela- 
tives who will fall heir to the business 
are not insurance people, the preservation 
of the agency is a problem. Miss Ethel 
McQueen, who has been Mr. Geer’s clerk 
for several years, will carry on the busi- 
a in his name until some permanent 

ment can be devised. The agency 
undow tedly will be sold to some compe- 
tent insurance man. 

Mr. Geer was a nephew of Benton 
Hanchett, the millionaire lumberman and 
politician, who has been named executor 
of the estate. 





Plan for Salvage Corps 

Manager C. H. Barry, of the Penn- 
sylvania Fire, representing the insur- 
ance companies, was in Indianapolis 
last week, in conference with Richard 
Lieber, president of the Indianapolis 
Merchants & Manufacturers Insurance 
Bureau and chairman of the public 
utilities committee of Mayor Shank’s 
advisory commission, concerning plans 
for a salvage corps. It was agreed that 
the insurance companies should appro- 
priate not to exceed 1% percent of 
their premium income in Indianapolis 
toward the maintenance of a salvage 
corps, the city to supply the quarters 
for it. The corps is to consist of twelve 
or more men, properly equipped. Head- 
quarters will probably be at what used 
to be fire station No. 13, in the heart 
of the downtown district.

TURNED DOWN BROKERS’ RATE 








Menasha Agents Refused to Carry at 
60 Cents Line on Which They 
Got $1.03 





The fire insurance on the plant of the 
Menasha Woodenware Company, at 
Menasha, Wis., was taken from local 
agents last fall and placed with a firm 
of New York brokers, under a blanket 
form, at a rate of 60 cents. 

The main plant is equipped with 
sprinklers and the former line was 
$474,000, written at a rate of 65 cents, 
and in addition, there was $322,000 in- 
surance covering four lumber yards 
and six unprotected warehouses and a 
barn and their contents, at an average 
rate of $1.60, with the 80 percent clause 
attached. 

The new form issued by the New 
York firm also covers twelve dry kilns 
that were not covered heretofore. 

The brokers offered part of the line 
to ‘Menasha agents, but they refused to 
write the risk at 60 cents as brokerage 
whereas they had previously had the 
business direct at an average rate of 
$1.03. Meeting with no success in 
Menasha, the brokers have been trying 
to place part of the line in Milwaukee, 
Madison and other places. 

The insurance commissioner has 
ruled that it is unlawful for Wisconsin 
agents to allow any commission to out- 
side brokers on insurance covering 
property owned by residents of Wis- 
consin. 





Marshal’s Powers Strengthened 

In two opinions of the Wisconsin 
Supreme court last week, the state fire 
marshal’s department finds its powers 
of prosecution of alleged firebugs 
greatly strengthened, or at least more 
clearly defined. As a result of the

R. MEINTZ, Asst.Secy. R. B. HEATON, State Agt. 
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judge submitted the following question to 
the supreme court: “Was the fact that 
the defendant was compelled to give evi- 
dence against himself before the fire 
marshal sufficient to immune him from 
prosecution for said offense? That the 
question was left unanswered was due 
to several defects in the statement of 
facts submitted by the lower court. 

This case was run down by State Fire 
Marshal T. M. Purtell. It was one of a 
series of notable arson cases investigated 
and successfully prosecuted by the mar- 
shal, The other case decided by the court 
was against Con W. Lloyd of Ashland, the 
circumstances being somewhat similar. 
The court held Lloyd was not immune by 
reason of having testified incriminatingly 
as to himself, and he may now be brought 
to trial if the state so desides.

Carroll L. De Witt of Chicago is rep- 
resenting the committee of publicity of 
the Western Union at the annual meeting 
of the Illinois Firemen’s Association at 
Ottawa this week.

Oregon Insurance Commissioner Makes 
ome Interesting Recommenda- 
tions for Fire Insurance 





Insurance Commissioner J. W. Fer- 
guson, of Oregon, has furnished com- 
panies with a supplementary report, 
consisting of a resume of the salient 
features of the proposed insurance bill 
prepared to be submitted to the next 
legislature, with the recommendation 
of his department for enactment. 
Among other things, the commissioner 


-says: 


The business of fire insurance includes 
the largest number of companies with 
greatest number of agents and amount of 
premium income, consequently it brings 
to the state the most revenue from fees 
and taxes. This business has been con- 
ducted apparently to the satisfaction of 
companies and assured during the past 
three years. I believe this has been due 
largely to the adoption of an equitable 
system of established rates of insurance 
on property. The system in present use 
is manifestly fair and easily understood 
and explained. It has resulted in reduc- 
tion of rates where the assured is inter- 
ested in making improvements to reduce 
fire hazard. I therefore recommend the 
maintenance of the equitable rating bu- 
reau as now established, as this places 
the cost of maintenance upon the com- 
panies transacting such business and 
where it belongs. The changes recom- 
mended in the proposed bill will place 
this bureau under the control and super- 
vision of the insurance commissioner who 
shall approve all rating schedules and 
before whom all rates may be reviewed 
if believed to be discriminating. And to 
prevent discrimination by companies or 
agents to favored property owners, all 
companies shall file schedules of mini- 
mum rates they will use with the com- 
missioner or notify him of their adoption 
for their use of the rates filed by the 
rating bureau. This department will then 
urge the public to investigate their insur- 
ance rates through this bureau in order 
that they may understand how they may 
reduce same by removing the hazards for 
which they are charged. I recommend the 
retention of the present standard form 
of fire insurance policy as it is the stand- 
ard in nearly all states. 

Concerning the business of Lloyds or- 
ganizations transacting insurance in this 
state, there has not been any provision in 
our law relating to them, and I have 
recommended that they be legally author- 
ized to transact business on complying 
with all requirements made by companies 
transacting the same class of insurance. 

It is the desire of this department to 
see as few changes made as possible by 
measures enacted affecting the present 
manner of conducting the insurance busi- 
ness in this state and the work of this 
department. For this reason I recommend 
the present provisions of our law concern- 
ing appointment of resident or statutory 
general agents, department fees and 
charges, taxation of insurance premiums 
and regulation of fraternal benefit _socie- 
ties. These provisions are practically the 
same in the proposed bill as in the present 
law.” 





Praises Fire Marshal Law 

Governor B. F. Carroll of Iowa, in 
his final annual message to the legis- 
lature, praises the fire marshal law and 
commends the vigorous manner_ in 
which it has been enforced by Fire 
Marshal Roe, and his assistants. More 
than 3,700 fires have been reported, 175 
suspected incendiary blazes have been 
investigated, four persons have been

Reduce Losses First 


Speaking before the St. Paul Associ- 
ation of Office Men last week, Com- 
missioner J. A. O. Preus of Minnesota 
laid great emphasis upon the fact that 
fire insurance rates can not be reduced 
until there has been a reduction in 
losses. He said in part: 


High fire insurance rates have made in- 
surance companies the object of criticism 
and hatred among our property owners. 
Legislative investigation in New York and 
Illinois have proved that no substantial 
change in insurance rates can be secured 
until the fire waste has been reduced. 
We might as well be honest with one an- 
other and admit that our fire-fighting 
spirit has not been kindled by patriotic 
motives alone, but because the enormous 
fire waste is touching our pocketbooks. 

You are primarily interested in fire pre- 
vention because you think your rates are 
too high. Your rates are too high. Every- 
one knows they are too high. But how 
are you going to remedy it? By investi- 
gating insurance conditions as Congress 
has done the high cost of living? Is pork 
cheaper since the investigation? Is a 
pound of butter bigger? Are there more 
eggs in a dozen? Let us get at the real 
truth! Fire insurance companies are in- 
stitutions whose functions are to equalize 
among many property owners the burden 
which falls upon one when he sustains 
loss by fire. They derive their income 
largely from policyholders and their dis- 
bursements go chiefly to policyholders. 
The rates which you pay are contingent 
upon what the ratio of losses is to pre- 
miums received. 





Big Loss at Mason City, Iowa 


One of the most disastrous Iowa 
fires in months was that at Mason 
City, January 7, when flames swept 
through the business section of the city, 
doing damage aggregating $300,000. 
The total insurance is about $150,000. 
The Gale block, with a loss of $75,000, 
was hardest hit. The fire is thought 
to have started from an overheated 
stove, which burned through the floor 
into the basement of a store. Before 
the buildings are rebuilt it is expected 
that a rigid building ordinance will be 
adopted. 





NEW NORTH DAKOTA POLICIES 

Companies are now calling in their 
old style policies from North Dakota 
agents as the insurance commissioner has 
called attention to the fact that they do 
not conform to the standard form adop- 
ted by the legislature for use, commenc- 
ing Jan. 1, 1913. New policies in accord 
with the requirements are being sent 
agents.

DEFECTIVE HEATING PLANT 

At Minneapolis, Minn., the attention of 
the fire marshal has been called to the 
building, 4749 Washington Avenue South. 
Recently a fire occurred at this location 
and investigation has revealed the fact 
that the cause of fire was defective in- 
stallation of heating plant. There is a 
smoke stack or breeching from boiler to 
chimney, and this breeching lacks about 
two inches of coming in contact with 
wood joists of floor. As protection to 
posts, owner has had an ordinary piece of 
metal placed between breeching and joists, 
which is not a protection as this breech- 
ing becomes very hot from the fire in 
the boiler, and as metal will conduct 
the heat, it naturally turns this heat di- 
rectly against the floor of the building, 
which was, no doubt, the cause of recent 
fire. The inspector recommends that 
either this boiler be lowered or that a 
layer of asbestos be placed between 
breeching and floor.

CONDITIONS SATISFACTORY 


Companies Are Requiring the Legal 
Rates in Missouri and Are Guard- 
ing Against Discrimination 








The fire companies report much more 
satisfactory conditions in Missouri 
since the legal rates have been filed, al- 
though the insurance department 
claims they are not in effect. The com- 
panies with a few possible exceptions, 
however, are not taking any chances, 
are having the Missouri dailies care- 
fully checked and are not permitting 
any discrimination. It is very easy to 
be tripped up on a charge and the com- 
panies do not propose to subject them- 
selves to the penalties of the law. 

The letter of Manager C. E. Sheldon 
of the American to his agents outlining 
in a very clear and forceful way the 
company’s position has had a good 
moral effect on other companies and 
agents. 





Figures the “Net Loss” 

Apparently the campaign of educa- 
tion in the interests of fire prevention 
has not reached Fort Smith, Ark. Fire 
Chief Trowbridge of that city in his 
annual report, gives the “net loss” from 
fires in that city in 1912 as $75,000. The 
damage to buildings by fire was $102,163, 
and to contents, $86,767. However, insur- 
ance of $95,112 was paid on buildings, and 
$54,895 on contents, leaving the “net 
loss” $38,923. Someone should explain 
to Chief Trowbridge that property de- 
stroyed by fire is a loss, even if the 
companies do indemnify the owner. 


Columbia Men Gather 

All of the field force of the Colum- 
bia Fire Underwriters of Omaha in 
Iowa, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebraska, to- 
gether with about thirty local agents in 
Nebraska, held their annual meeting 
Monday of this week at Omaha head- 
quarters. They were entertained by 
Manager C. O. Talmage and Assistant 
Manager Merrick E. Lease. Noon 
luncheon was followed by a meeting, 
and that by a 6 o’clock dinner at the 
Loyal, a theater party in the evening 
concluding the day. 








STARTS WITH BUN OF FIRES 

Cape Girardeau, Mo., has begun the year 
with a run of fires. On Jan. 1 there were 
two dwelling fires, put out with small 
damage. On Jan. 4 the car sheds of the 
interurban traction company were burned 
with $4,000 loss, and on Jan. 6 $15,000 
damage was suffered in a fire that de- 
stroyed the Cape Girardeau branch plant 
of the St. Louis Oil Company. 


WANTS A 2 PERCENT TAX 

The mayor of Denver, Colo., who had a 
scheme for taxing all fire companies do- 
ing business in that city $200 a year, has 
figured that the city will get more out 
of a 2 percent tax on premiums of all 
kinds of companies and is ae a 
measure for such a tax. The state law, 
however, exempts insurance companies 
from all taxes, except property taxes and 
the premium tax paid the state.

LICENSE TAX IS CHARGED 


The local agency tax comes up at So- 
corro, New Mex. One company has been 
charged $1, being its proportion of ex- 
penses of city agency license for 1912. 
The company takes the position that this 
tax applies to the agency and, while the 
amount charged is small, it does not be- 
lieve it prudent to establish a precedent 
which is very apt to lead to considerable 
added expense in New Mexico. It is 
pointed out that if the local authorities 
throughout the state learn that these local 
licenses are being paid by the companies, 
it is fair to assume that the license fees 
will be largely increased. 





OKLAHOMA NOTES 


Walter Nance and “Sonny” Thomas, 
both negroes, are held on an arson charge 
at Oklahoma City. Nance is said to have 
made a confession implicating Thomas in 
the burning of a building in the negro 
section of Oklahoma City. 

Fire in the Esiman furnishing goods 
store at Oklahoma City did damage esti- 
mated by the owners at $50,000. The 
stock and building were insured for that 
amount. The store contained a profusion 
of inflammable decorations. A gas lamp 
was hung near a wooden lattice-work 
covered with paper and cotton, and it is 
supposed that the fire started there. 





MISSOURI NOTES 


Thirty-nine members have “matricu- 
lated” in the class organized at St. Louis 
for the study of rating schedules. 


Missouri losses for 1912 are estimated 
at more than 80 percent, following an 
equally disastrous year in 1911. 

E. A. Dickson, local agent at Carrolton, 
Mo., has purchased the agency of A. J. 
Ryan. The deal gives him a representa- 
tion of fourteen companies in all. 

The estimate of the fire losses in St. 
Louis for 1912 made by the office of Fire 
Chief Charles E. Swingley is $1,180,000. 
The losses for 1911, as estimated by the 
fire chief’s office, were $1,750,000. 


E. R. Cowan & Co., made up of E. R. 
Cowan and Ben J. uffman, resident 
managers for the Royal at St. Louis, dis- 
solved last week and were succeeded by 
Cowan & Gray, as a new general insur- 
ance agency, retaining the agency of the 
Royal.

TWO AGENCIES ARE ALLOWED 


Louisville Board Changes Rule and 
Many Companies Will Take 
Advantage of it 














Under the amended constitution of 
the Louisville Board of Fire Under- 
writers, decided upon at the annual 
meeting last week, companies may have 
two agents in that city. It is said that 
most of those not now represented by 
two agents, either direct or through 
underwriters, will probably take ad- 
vantage of the situation. Several of 
the largest companies doing business 
in the city are now negotiating with 
agents regarding the additional con- 
nection. 

Milton C. Miller, who has been serv- 
ing as secretary of the board since the 
retirement of W. W. Boomer to be- 
come Louisville branch manager of the 
Kentucky Actuarial Bureau, was elected 
for a full term at the annual session. 





Rating Bill For Tennessee 

The Memphis, Tenn., Lumbermen’s 
Club is reported to have prepared a bill 
providing for the creation of a state 
rating commission for introduction in 
the legislature, which is now in session 
at Nashville. The lumbermen have 
been locking horns with the Tennessee 
Inspection Bureau over increased rates 
which have resulted from a change in 
the schedule, and the determination to 
seek aid from the legislature is the re- 
sult. The law and insurance commit- 
tee of the lumber organization is in 
charge of the work of preparing and 
pushing the bill, the exact provisions 
of which have not been made public.

Clem E. Wheeler, manager of the Ken- 
tucky Actuarial Bureau, had a conference 
in Louisville last Friday with the mem- 
bers of the insurance board, all of whom 
were present. Minor matters regarding 

ng out the recent orders of the 
board were gone into, it was stated. Mr. 
Wheeler does not believe that there will 
any trouble about getting an ex- 
tension of time beyond March 15, the date 
now set for the submission of individual 
rates on dwellings in cities and towns. 
The board realizes, he thinks, the utter 
impossibility of complying with the order 
as far as the time limit is concerned. 
However, the bureau will have secured 
data showing the extent to which rates 
have been reduced in communities of the 
different classes, and this will be of in- 
terest to the insurance board as well as 
to the companies. 

The five squads of raters now at work 
will be sent to towns of different classes 
so as to learn the effect of the reductions 
ordered under all conditions.

NEWS OF FIRE PREVENTION 





N his message to the legislature, 
| Governor Eberhart, of Minnesota, 

comes to the assistance of Charles 
E. Keller, state fire marshal, in urging 
more funds for departmental use and 
more authority for him. The governor 
also urges a campaign of education to 
reduce fire waste. The message says: 


The state fire marshal law enacted two 
years ago has been of material benefit to 
the people of the state, but before the 
department can reach the highest effi- 
ciency the law should be amended to place 
ample funds at the disposal of the fire 
marshal to prosecute the work. The fire 
losses for the year just closed show a 
decrease of approximately $1,700,000 over 
1911. The vigilance of the fire marshal 
department has undoubtedly contributed 
materially in this reduction. The fire 
waste in Minnesota is still much too high 
and the fire marshal should be given 
more specific power in the cleaning up of 
hazardous conditions and the removal of 
dilapidated buildings which are a menace 
to adjoining property. 

The fire waste in Minnesota can only 
be permanently reduced by a campaign of 
education. In a number of the other 
states fire waste prevention is success- 
fully taught in the schools in a series of 
lessons running through the grades tak- 
ing one period each week. The Minnesota 
fire marshal law should be so amended as 
to make the teaching of this subject com- 
pulsory in all public and private schools 
of the state, from text books on this sub- 
ject prepared by competent authority 
sanctioned by the state fire marshal. 

If the fire marshal department is to be 
of the greatest possible service to the 
state it should be absolutely divorced 
from politics; the fire marshal and chief 
assistant should be appointed by the gov- 
ernor for a six-year term and all other 
employes placed upon a strict civil service 
basis. 





BEST OF THE KIND YET HELD 





Minnesota State Fire Prevention Has 
Meeting at Winona—Stereopti- 
con Views Shown 





The meeting held last week in Win- 
ona, Minn., by the Minnesota State 
Fire Prevention Association is de- 
clared to have been the best of the 
kind yet held. The attendance at the 
public meeting in the opera house was 
excellent, and the addresses were well 
received. The stereopticon was used 
for the first time, to display scenes of 
fires in various cities, including views 
of the destruction of the Bay State 
Flour Mill, which was burned in Win- 
ona a couple of years ago, with a loss 
of several hundred thousand dollars. 
There were scenes showing the work 
of wired glass windows and metal 
shutters in preventing the spread of 
flames, and different construction of 
buildings, also various conditions of 
fire hazards. Attention was called in 
Winona to the existence of quantities 
of gasoline being stored in the center 
of town, where a serious fire might re- 
sult in extended damage. Views were 
also shown, giving the results of fire 
prevention work, before and after. 
Other views showed the latest things 
in fire fighting apparatus. 

The speakers were W. R. Louden 
and R. L. Bruen, the local fire chief, 
fire marshal and secretary of the Com- 
mercial Club. There was also a short 
talk by President R. W. Schimmel, of 
the fire prevention association. 

The next inspection point will be St. 
Peter, Minn., which is to be inspected 
on Feb. 11. The stereopticon is to be 
used there for the second time. All 
preparations have been made for secur- 
ing the opera house, and other arrange- 
ments for a rousing meeting. 

The report of the association on its re- 
cent ins tion of Stillwater, Minn., shows 
thirty-eight places in Stillwater and ten 


in the village of South Stillwater which 
are defective in condition. Most of the 

















matters mentioned are not regarded as 
serious, but some of them are so re- 
garded. The recommendations include an 
electrical inspector, extension of certain 
water mains, installation of new fire sta- 
tions, and enlarging the fire department. 


FIRE MARSHAL’S ACTIVITIES 


What the Illinois Department Is Doing 
in Running Down the 
Incendiaries 


Acting State Fire Marshal Frank R. 
Morgaridge reports the following 
prosecutions and convictions for the 
Illinois department for the week end- 
ing Jan. 11: 


Deputy State Fire Marshal John H. 
Richards, of Granite City, went to Jack- 
son, Mo., with a number of witnesses 
from Illinois to testify in the case of the 
People vs. A. E. Evans for arson. Evans 
was convicted Jan. 7, 1913, and sentenced 
to the penitentiary at Jefferson City, 
Mo., for two years. He was a prominent 
member of the so-called “Lee Gang” at 
Mattoon, Ill, and early in the year 1912 
Evans, Lee and Ramsey Pattoon migrated 
from Mattoon to Cape Girardeau and 
Jackson, Mo., where they imagined the 
activities of the fire marshal department 
would not disturb them. Deputy State 
Fire Marshal Harry Moss, of Paris, IIL, 
had charge of this investigation and fol- 
lowed the parties into Missouri. They 
had three fires in the course of a week— 
one at Cape Girardeau and two at Jack- 
son—all incendiary. Lee was arrested 
and convicted May 13, 1912, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City for two years. Evans and Patton 
escaped, but Evans was apprehended Oct. 
24, 1912, and taken to Missouri for trial 
as above stated. Patton has not yet been 
apprehended. Evans and Lee have both 
made confessions clearing up a number of 
fires in Coles county and implicating 
other residents of that county in some of 





these fires. 
Charles Hannibal, who was arrested 
Sept. 2, 1912, on a charge of arson in 


connection with the burning of the Harri- 
son school in Cartwright township, was 
brought to trial Jan. 9-10, 1913, in the 
circuit court of Sangamon county. The 
jury returned a verdict of guilty. Deputy 
A. H. Bogardus had charge of this in- 
vestigation. 

On Jan. 7,°1913, the fire marshal depart- 
ment was notified by Sheriff Joseph 
Lipps, of Adams county, of three sus- 
picious fires which occurred in the city of 
Quincy, Ill, on the night of Jan. 6. As- 
sistant State Fire Marshal Morgaridge 
and Deputy State Fire Marshal A. H. 
Bogardus, Jr., went to Quincy to take up 
this investigation. H. G. Strumpfer ac- 
companied them, taking with him a pair 
of his bloodhounds. It was found that 
the Moller & Vanden Boom Lumber Yards 
had been fired about 9 p. m., and an 
attempt had been made later in the night 
to burn the River Side school house and 
a large barn belonging to John Terford 
was destroyed about midnight. The dogs 
traced the incendiary and David Oster- 
mueler was placed under arrest. A great 
deal of corroborative evidence was se- 
cured and later Ostermueler confessed to 
having been the cause of all these fires. 
He also confessed that he burned his 
father’s barn in August, 1912. He was 
arrainged before Justice of the Peace Ben 
Heckel and held to await the action of 
the January term of the grand jury under 
a bond of $3,000. 


Inspect Several Towns 
About forty or fifty Michigan field 
men will make a general inspection of 
Albion, Chelsea, and Marshall next 
week. A meeting has been called for 
Jan. 21, in Jackson, from which point 
the operations will take place. 


Should Extend Fire Limits 

The full report of the inspection of 
‘Madison, Wis., by the Wisconsin State 
Fire Prevention Association has been 
published. It is recommended that the 
fire limits be extended to include the 
entire business district, and that the 
council cease granting: exceptions. A 
complete building code is also recom- 
mended. Members of the fire depart- 
ment, it is recommended, should be re- 
quired to make regular monthly in- 
spections, and the city electrician 
should be given power to condemn old 
and dangerous wiring. 

The water distributing system is ex- 
tremely deficient and the city council, 
instead of preparing to replace it with 
mains of larger capacity, has cut down 
the appropriation from that of last 
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year. The water supply is also inade- 
quate. The fire alarm headquarters is 
exposed within a very few feet by a 
dilapidated frame building, and the 
openings are unprotected. 





Wiring Poor at Hampton, Ia. 
The first report of the Iowa Fire Pre- 
vention Association since the adoption 
of the new rules providing that town 
inspection committees, shall list only 
the bad risks, was sent out from Des 


‘Moines this week. The committee 
from the Third district inspected 
Hampton, a town of 3,000. The com- 


mittee was composed of H. Verne 
Myers, C. R. Tyrrell and W. H. Har- 
rison. With one or two exceptions the 
condition of electric wiring through- 
out the business district was found to 
be very bad, so the committee reports. 
This is declared to be due wholly to 
careless installation. 





GIVES FIGURES ON IMPROVEMENT 
Mayor Ellis in a message to the coun- 
cil of Grand Rapids in the matter of se- 
curing the second class rating says: “It 
will require $28,000 initial cost and an 
annual allowance of 12,000 to hire 
twelve extra firemen, which will save 
$60,000 in insurance cost and give us ad- 
ditional protection. To be sure there is 
no city of our population in class 2, but 
in all progressive measures Grand Rapids 
should lead, and our citizens will be 
satisfied with nothing less.” The mes- 
sage was referred to the committee on 
ways and means for consideration and a 
favorable recommendation is expected. 








PROTECTION IS DEFECTIVE 

Walter I. Fisher, manager of the Min- 
nesota Inspection Company, has addressed 
companies in reference to the recent fire 
at Carrington, N. D., and says: 

“A second large fire in Carrington 
within the past sixty days indicates that 
the fire protection and water supply are 
not what they should be. At our last 
inspection we gave the town 4% class, 





; but the indications are that this is better 
' than it should have, and we are instruct- 
ing one of our inspectors to visit the 
town, making a complete - reinspection 
under a 5th-class basis. This will, neces- 
sarily, do away with the coinsurance 
feature which the town now enjoys and 
establish the use of the three-fourths 
value clause.” 

It has been reported that four persons 
have been arrested in Carrington, charged 
with arson in connection with this fire. 





SCOTTSVILLE, MICH., PROTECTION 


The Flint & Walling Manufacturing 
Company of Kendallville, Ind., has just 
completed the second steel tower and 
wood tank of 1,200 barrels capacity at 
Scottville, Mich. This increases the water 
supply of Scottville for fire fighting pur- 
poses in the way of water storage just 
double. The old tank was also taken 
down and rebuilt, 300 feet of six-inch 
water mains were also put in on North 
Main street, thus enabling the fire de- 
partment to throw water on the farthest 
building in the city limits on the north. 
With its paved streets and duplicate 
pumps and duplicate power Scottville is 
pretty well prepared to take care of any 
fire that may start in any part of its 
corporate limits. 





FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


Walthill, Neb., has defeated the plan to 
issue waterworks bonds. 

Mountain, Iron, Minn., will sell $50,000 
waterworks bonds Jan. 28. 

Billings, Mont., will vote April 14 on 
the issue of $600,000 waterworks bonds. 

Jackson, Tenn., is contemplating the 
reconstruction of its water distribution 
system, involving the installation of a 
new pump, at a cost of $100,000. 

The city council at Cushing, Okla, 
which has experienced a boom on account 
of the discovery of new oil fields, has de- 
cided to propose a bond issue for water- 
works extensions. 

The waterworks at McClusky, N. D., 
the Sheridan county seat, was officially 
tested. Water was thrown from the fire 
hose eighty feet into the air and 100 feet 
on the level. The city officials and the 





local insurance men are well pleased with 
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the pressure. McClusky has also organ- 
ized a fire department with sixteen mem- 
bers. 

Covington, Ky., has authorized a bond 
issue of $200,000 for the purpose of lay- 
ing down a large water main. Surveys 
are now being made and construction 
work will begin in the near future. 


Corbin, Ky., has issued bonds of 
$30,000, which are to be marketed in the 
immediate future for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for the establishment of a 
waterworks system. 


Fire Chief Mark Kesler is making a 
general clean-up in Oklahoma City. The 
city has been divided into districts and a 
eaptain assigned to each district to see 
that it is kept clean. 


Members of the Muskogee, Okla., fire 
department are advocating the adoption 
of the double platoon system and have 
prepared an extended statement in advo- 
cacy of it which will be presented to the 
legislature. 


The Arkansas Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation has recommended to Jonesboro, 
after a thorough inspection of its :fire 

the erection of a modern fire 
station, and the purchase of a combina- 
tion chemical and hose wagon. 


The city fire ordinance has _ been 
amended at Adrian, Mich., making it the 
duty of the fire warden to investigate 
all the furnaces, chimneys, stores and 
other buildings which are suspected of 
being in a dangerous condition. 

The fire watchmen of Indianapolis have 
moved from the tower in the Court House 
to the much planer ow on the Mer- 
chants Bank building. A large search- 
light is a new feature of the equipment 
of the tower, which is 250 feet above the 
street. 

Chief Davis of the volunteer fire depart- 
ment at Pawhuska, Okla., is urging the 
equipment of a first-class fire department 
there and made a report to the city 
authorities showing that the fire loss has 
been enough to equip a department and 
maintain it for a number of years. 


The city commissioners of Appleton, 
Wis., are planning to motorize the fire 
department of that city. Two hose 
wagons, one carrying a chemical, a truck 
and a chief’s wagon capable of carrying 
two chemical tanks and five men besides 
the chief will probably be purchased. 


The Murray Hill section of Flint, 
Mich., lying on the east side of the 
river, is now assured of fire protection. 
Four fire hydrants have been placed there 
at street intersections. Chief Price also 
hopes to secure a motor-driven fire en- 
gine for the station in the north end. 


Installation of more fire hydrants and 
the purchase of 1,000 feet of hose are 
recommended by Chief Doll of the Fond 
du Lac, Wis., department. A new engine 
house in the Five Points, West avenue 
and Military street district is recom- 
a This is a manufacturing dis- 
ric 


Almont, N. D., in Morton county, is 
seeking fire protection. Instead of sink- 
ing a well for a water supply it is pro- 
posed to build a dam across the creek 
that runs through the town and create a 
reservoir for fire fighting purposes. By 
putting in a pumping plant the town 
would be well protected. 


Charles G. Taylor is president of a 
Civic Federation at Princeton, Ind., which 
has subscribed $1,000 toward a fund for 
litigation in forcing public service cor- 
porations to carry out the terms of their 
franchises, The league will begin with 
the water com y in an effort to compel 
it to establish a reliable fire pressure. 


Fargo, N. D., with its two fire stations 
and its new water plant, is now regarded 
as very satisfactory from the viewpoint 
of the underwriters. There is a disposi- 
tion to take the department entirely out 
of politics and place all the men, with 
the possible exception of the chief, under 
civil service, with a gradually increasing 
remuneration each year. 


The water situation at Carrington, N. 
D., has been relieved. Just prior to the 
recent big fire there the artesian well 
which supplied the city mains became 
clogged. This has been bored out, the 
trouble having been located within 100 
feet of the bottom of the 1,940 foot well, 
almost a half mile in the interior of the 
earth. During the time the well was on 
a strike the citizens hauled water by 
trainloads from Jamestown, fifty miles 
away, and pumped it into the mains and 
the standpipe.

WESTERN CONFERENCE SLEEPS 





Some Companies Interested Are Await- 
ing Annual Meeting of Eastern Or- 
ganization Before Moving 





That western automobile conference 
project is now taking a little nap. One 
or two underwriters say that there 
never will be an awakening but a num- 
ber of those prominent in the move 
when it was started some weeks ago 
state that there will be a western or- 
ganization in spite of the opposition 
from some quarters and the apparent 
lack of interest in others. 

Some of the companies that were 
active in the project at first have sud- 
denly had a change of heart and it is 
reported that pressure from the east is 
responsible for the new attitude.

KEEPS HANDS OFF WEST 
New York, Dec. 15—(Special)—A meet- 
ing of the automobile underwriters con- 
ference was held Tuesday at which it 
reduced the schedule for the middle and 
eastern states. The new rates were adop- 
ted to meet competition. There was op- 
position, but affirmative votes prevailed. 
The schedule is not to be applied to the 
west because of the contemplated or- 

ganization of western conference. 





WANTS SIGNED APPLICATIONS 

A draft of the proposed bill to require 
the standardization of fire insurance poli- 
cies has been nearly completed by Fire 
Marshal Baldwin of Pennsylvania. He 
proposes to have signed applications for 
all fire policies. 





HARTFORD DWELLING RATES 


On and after Feb. 1 the following new 
annual rates will go in effect in Hartford 
at the expiration of existing policies. 
Per $100 of insurance, brick dwellings, 5 
cents; frame dwellings and contents, 
cents; brick barns and contents, 10 cents; 
Frame barns and contents, 15 cents. Two 
premiums will be charged for three years. 
Dwelling policies must contain a war- 
ranty that they do not contain more 
than six tenants, otherwise they are to 
be rated specifically. Buildings must be 
within five hundred feet of a fire hydrant. 





HOME’S SEMIANNUAL DIVIDEND 

The Home of New York held its annu- 
al meeting this week and declared a 
semiannual dividend of 20 percent.

EKeERN in his capacity as insurance com- 
missioner has served his commonwealth 
most intelligently and faithfully He has 
made a study of insurance conditions, he 
has investigated all questions coming be- 
fore him, and he is recognized today as 
a constructive force among the super- 
vising officials. He has reached a time 
in his official career when his usefulness 
to his state and to the country at large 
so far as insurance supervision is con- 
cerned, is most extensive. He has had 
sufficient experience to guide him along 
conservative lines. 

Mr. Exern, for example, has been 
giving much attention recently to fire 
insurance problems and his work with 
the legislative investigating committee 
has been of great service. He has pro- 
posed changes that will inure to the 
greatest benefit of all. He has been 
able to discover the reforms needed.

Those that ad- 
vocated it found in their communities 
a demand for it, and said that they were 
losing business because they did not 
have it.

Mr. Stevens characterized the down 
state organization of the Illinois Life 
as the greatest producing machine in 
the country, and declared it could be 
called on for anything reasonable and 
would respond. Only eight companies, 
he said, write more business in their 
home states than the Illinois Life does 
in Illinois. Many companies do not 
produce the business in their home 
states equal to the amount that Man- 
ager Gabel does in his territory. Mr. 
Stevens said that the company desired 
$1,000,000 more new business in Illinois 
this year than last. In 1912 the Illinois 
agents produced $9,000,000 of business. 
Mr. Stevens well said that the strength 
of a company was the strength of its 
organization. 

Arnold Gives a Talk 

Secretary O. J. Arnold gave an eluci- 

ation of mortality tables, interest as- 

sumption and reserves. 

In the comment on the “Survivorship 
Investment” policy, a contract wherein 
the assured participates in a fund at the 
end of twenty years, or the premium 
Paying period, it was stated that there 
is now in that fund $115,924. 

Vice-President Stevens stated that 
the management is desirous of making 
a record for less lapses, and less un- 
delivered business. This is largely in 
the hands of the agents. He said that 
some agents seldom have a policy lapse 


policy issued. Others have a high lapse 
ratio and send back a number of un- 
delivered policies. He declared that a 
man should be closed right in the first 
place, and some settlement should be 
gotten with the application. Mr. Stev- 
ens gave-it as his opinion the inatten- 
tion of the agent that wrote the busi- 
ness to the renewal is the cause of 
many policies lapsing. Agents can de- 
crease the number of rejections, he 
stated, by not trying out the medical 
department on a doubtful risk. 

Brief remarks were made by Mana- 
ger M. B. Lockyer of Philadelphia, 
Agency Manager T. J. Henderson of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., and Manager J. 
C. Tumlin of Atlanta, Ga. 

Banquet in the Evening 

The banquet in the evening was most 
enjoyable. It was presided over by 
Vice-President Stevens. On Tuesday 
before the meeting, Assistant Agency 
Superintendent Korrady had 
asked the members of the club to send 
in some complimentary business to R. 
W. Stevens. The convention was on 
Friday, but even in that short time 92 
applications were sent in, representing 
$159,000. 

The evéning’s festivities were largely 
given over to a musical and moving 
picture entertainment. At the close, 
however, impromptu remarks were 
made by E. J. Hutchinson, J. F. Swit- 
zer, M. M. Fell, E. C. Wharf, Col. 
Whiting, K. B. Korrady, C. A. Worack, 
H. A. Davidson and M. B. Lockyer. 

Big “I” Attracted Attention 

The banquet was held in the large 
ball room, the tables being in parallelo- 
gram shape with a large and magnifi- 
cent “I” in the center, made from 
plants interspersed with green electric 
lights. 

Mr. Stevens announced that at the 
company’s twenty-first anniversary in 
September, 1914, it hoped to have $75- 
000,000 of insurance in force. 

Agency Manager Henderson, of 
Michigan, was accompanied by District 
Managers Weston, Trickey and Hager- 
man, from his state. G. W. Rhawn 
was present from’ the Philadelphia 
agency. Bishop Samuel Fellows of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church, one of the 
old policyholders of the company, pro- 
nounced the invocation at the banquet. 
Mrs. W. P. Todd, wife of the well 
known agent in the Chicago city 
agency, enraptured the banqueters by 
her exquisite musical numbers.

MEETING AT CLEVELAND 
PRESIDENT SILLS ATTENDS 


Head of National Association Speaks 
in Ohio Metropolis—Recommends 
Personal Inventory 





_ President Neil D. Sills of the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwriters 
was the guest of honor and principal 
speaker at the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Cleveland Association of 
Life Underwriters, Tuesday evening. 
Mr. Sills opened his talk with the wish 
that he might be a Cleveland agent in 
order to take advantage of the course 
of lectures at Western Reserve Univer- 
sity this year. He complimented the 
local association on the great work it is 
doing in this direction and later on ex- 
plained the advantages of bringing the 
subject before the public schools and 
the publicity that would result through 
talks in the family circle as a result. 

The business is now really a profes- 
sion, said the speaker, and agents must 
conduct themselves as _ professional 
men. Salesmanship will take the place 
of competition and all the bickerings 
of the past will soon pass before the 
higher and better way of doing busi- 
ness. 


Mission Bigger Than Commission 

Mr. Sills asserted that the mission of 
the life insurance man is vastly more 
important than the commission. If he 
gets the right spirit in his heart, the 
commissions will pile up without his 
figuring them every day. Every man must 
make money to take care of his expenses, 
said Mr. Sills, and there is honor in ac- 
cumulating a competency, but money is 
not the only nor is it the most important 
thing in this business. 

The benefits of the association work 
were emphasized and the Horner resolu- 
tion, providing for general publicity, was 
discussed at length. Mr. Sills believes 
that this will result eventually in giving 
the public a much better understanding 
of life insurance. 

Mr. Sills advised that all agents take 
an inventory of themselves. He said it 
is customary to take an inventory of 
business once a year, but a personal in- 
ventory would reveal many things that 
might result in making important changes 
with many peop! He di d the folly 
of being dishonest and the uselessness of 
following any other than the straight 
course in business.

It is only the genuine in anything that 
lasts, he said, and not a whitewashed 
article. For this reason it is worth while 
to secure the best business obtainable and 
do it in the right way, for this is the 
only kind that remains on the books and 
peeves valuable to agents and clients

Secretary T. M. Norris of the local 
association explained the bill to exempt 
life insurance policies from attachment in 
bankruptcy and other proceedings. This 
will be put into proper shape and Repre- 
sentative Herman Fellinger, chairman of 
the insurance committee of the house of 
representatives, will present it and see 
it through. The measure is for the pro- 
tection of widows and children and other 
dependents in whose favor the policies 
may be taken.

Maine Holding Company Organized in 
Chicago, Purchases Interest of 
President Fishback 





The controlling interest in the Amer- 
ican Life of Chicago has been pur- 
chased by the National Operating Com- 
pany, a Maine corporation that has 
been promoted in Chicago in less than 
two months time by W. J. Hardy, a 
former New York Life man, who of 
late years has given all of his atten- 
tion to the organization of new com- 
panies. The stock secured is that 
formerly owned by Charles F. Fish- 
back, president of the company. Four 
directors of the National Operating 
Company were elected directors of the 
insurance company at a meeting Tues- 
day. It is the plan to leave the present 
management in charge, J. A. McKellar 
continuing as vice-president with the 
duties of actuary and general manager. 
Mrs. Bowen, who is handling the in- 
dustrial branch, will also continue. The 
operating company will provide the in- 
surance company with sufficient surplus 
to expand and the plan of increasing 
the capital will be forgotten. 

Mational Operating Directors 

The National Operating Company 
has an authorized capital of $1,000,000 
and this is being sold at par. Sufficient 
capital has been subscribed to purchase 
the control of the American Life and of 
this amount sufficient has been paid in 
to bind the deal.

The American Life was organized in 
1910 and shortly after beginning busi- 
ness took over the outsanding risks of 
an assessment concern of the same 
name.

The tables of 
values have been extended, showing 
values at the end of 25, 30 and 35 years. 
All paid up additions have been made par- 
ticipating and dividends left with the 
company to accumulate to the credit of 
the policy draw not less than 3 percent, 
instead of 8 percent. In double indemnity 
policies deaths resulting from murders 
are risks not assumed by the company. 
The time which the company may defer 
a loan has been reduced from 90 to 60 
days. The incontestibility paragraph has 
been rewritten to the advantage of policy 
holders. The company claims its new 
beneficiary paragraph is the most liberal 
ever offered. It guarantees to the as- 
sured the right to change the beneficiary 
regardless of whether the policy be as- 
signed or not. The time restriction re- 
lating to reinstatements has been re- 
moved. All paid up policies will hereafter 
be participating. 

Monthly Income Policies 

Monthly income policies, payable for 
20 years, are issued on the whole life, 
20-pay and 20-year endowment forms. 
The double indemnity clause may be 
used on these forms where the amount of 
monthly income does not exceed $25. On 
the whole life and 20-pay forms rates are 
given to guarantee the payment of the in- 
come for 20 years certain and as long 
thereafter as the beneficiary lives. Where 
the beneficiary dies before the 20 year 
period expires the commuted value of the 
remaining payments will be paid to the 
estate. Where the beneficiary under a 
continuous income policy dies before the 
insured the extra premium charged for 
the continuous feature is dropped and the 
claim will on maturity be paid on the 
20-year basis. 

After twenty premiums have been paid, 
the insured may, in lieu of all other op- 
tions srovmes in the table of values in 
the policy, elect to receive a monthly in- 
come payable to himself for 240 months. 
In event of his death before 240 monthly 
payments have been made, the commuted 
value of the remaining monthly payments 
will be ~ to the beneficiary, or, to his 
estate if there be no beneficiary at the 
time of his death. 

Should the insured become totally and 
permanently disabled he may elect to 
receive an income for 240 months. This 
would be for $7.25 a month, being one 
two hundred fortieth of $1,740, the com- 
muted value of the policy. In case of 
death before the 240 payments are made 
the remainder will go to the beneficiary 
and in case the latter dies before the full 
amount is paid the remaining income will 


be commuted and paid to the beneficiaries 
estate. 








Increases its Dividends 
The Fidelity Mutual Life’s new divi- 
dend scale for 1913 shows virtually a 
10 percent increase. This is believed 
to be the largest increase so far an- 
nounced for this year. 





Fight on in Toledo Life 

The annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Toledo Life, Jan. 21, prom- 
ises to bring out a lively fight. A com- 
mittee from the board addressed stock- 
holders, asking them to execute a proxy 
in favor of C. M. Feilbach of Toledo. 
The minority directors have addressed 
stockholders calling attention to the 
events that led to the retirement of 
President Wilbur Wynant and Vice- 
President W. R. Luke. The statement 
is made that the majority directors 
were practically dictated to by Presi- 
dent Hunt of the Cleveland Life. 
Stockholders are asked to give proxies 
to the stockholders committee.

A. P. Ballou of Mutual Life Speaks to 
Chicago Fire Insurance Club on 
Life Indemnity 





The third lecture on life insurance 
before the Fire Insurance Club of Chi- 
cago was given Tuesday evening by 
A. P. Ballou, head of the corporation 
insurance department in the Chicago 
agency of the Mutual Life of New 
York. Mr. Ballou substituted for Man- 
ager Darby A. Day, who has been on 
a vacation for three weeks and was un- 
able to prepare an address. The sub- 
ject was “Life Insurance as a Credit 
Builder,” and Mr. Ballou took up busi- 
ness or corporation insurance and in- 
stallment insurance. In part he said: 

Money vs. Credit 

It is recognized as a fundamental fact 
that money, in itself, is valueless. The 
“dollar” would be a useless piece of metal 
or paper, but for the credit of the govern- 
ment or bank back of it. Therefore, 
credit is, to a certain extent, essential to 
business success. Anything which tends 
to enlarge the scope of credit, enriches 
business. As there is less than $35 per 
capita of currency in the United States, 
the vast bulk of our business must be 
done on credit. The greatest of all credit 
builders in modern business is the cor- 
poration life insurance contract. 

Loss Ever-Impending 

Back of every commercial project is the 
directing force some leading spirit upon 
whose personality, initiative and capacity 
depend to some extent the credit ‘and 
the success of the undertaking. Over 
every such head, suspended by the frail 
thread of circumstance, hangs the sword 
of death. At some unknown time, the 
thread will snap, the sword must fall, 
and when it does, the business must suffer 
the loss of that important life. Protec- 
tion against the ever-impending hazard 
of the death is becoming more and more 
a@ necessary act of prudence and fore- 
thought in economic progress. All the 
paths that men have known in _ busi- 
ness lie strewn with the wrecks of 
ventures through the untimely taking- 
away of those upon whom rested the re- 
sponsibility of success. Often, credit and 
confidence is wheeled away in the same 
black carriage with the dead president 
or manager. Nearly every business has 
an official, or employe, of such peculiar 
worth that his death would cost a certain 
Severe loss before he could be replaced. 


Insurance of Brains 


Life insurance, which recognizes the 
corporation as the beneficiary, has been 
devised to serve against such loss. Con- 
sequently, this form of protection stands 
without a rival in the service it offers. 
The immediate asset it furnishes a busi- 
ness in this time of need is identical to 
that furnished the family in replacing 
the lost earning-power of the husband. 
It enters materially in the rating of all 
commercial agencies; it extends credit 
and inspires trust at the bank, or in the 
marts of trade, as an evidence of ability 
to pay under all conditions. This makes 


the policy at all times a most valuable 
‘asset; it endows the realm of business 
with a new and great resource. While 
it has long been regarded as the supreme 
rotector of the home, it is now reaching 
nto the fields of commerce, providing an 
absolute safeguard nst failure in 
business through the loss of a life es- 
sential to the success of that enterprise. 
All shrewd business men recognize the 
importance of protection against loss 
through fire and flood. Large manufac- 
turing industries count their casualty 
premiums as a necess expense. It 
would seem like gross neglect if the 
heads of these industries failed to insure 
against the possibility of fire. These are 
possible contingencies. But death is cer- 

n. Fire may consume; storm may 
wreck, but who is safe from the loss 
which life insurance is meant to cover? 
Buildings are not worth more than brains. 
The very act of insuring a partnership, 
or business, against loss through death 
proves the management of an enterprise 
to have over looked no wise measure 
of precaution in protecting itself. It 
appeals to stockholders who invest their 
money through faith in the ability of the 
management to ca out its endeavors, 
even in the face of the greatest and most 
certain of human disasters. 

Increasing Death Rate 

Modern business is at best a battle, in 
which we have but the survival of a 
comparative few—and they, we some- 
times think, are not always the fittest. 
As a result of the strain, and the change 
in living conditions, the death rate above 
the age of forty has increased greatly 
in the last twenty-five years. While 
medical science has advanced wonder- 
fully in its splendid fight against disease, 
and its ever-increasing knowledge of pre- 
ventive measures, still the nerve strain 
of high-tension business life seems to 
have more than offset this, and the death 
rate from such diseases as apoplexy, 
paralysis, diseases of the heart and cir- 
cular system, kidneys and liver, have 
greatly increased. : 

How to View Premiums 

The average man regards his premium 
much in the same light as his rent and 
taxes—a sort of necessary expense. He 
takes great enjoyment in his increasing 
bank account as an evidence of larger 
savings. He fails to realize that his in- 
surance policy is the highest order of 
savings—the shrewdest and most profit- 
able of all wise investments. Let him 
look at his policy in this light, and he 
will sing, instead of swear, when his 
premium falls due. He will double the 
enjoyment of his investment. This is my 
vi t. My policies are as a sum 
of gold, locked in a place of safe-deposit, 
to which my family has the key. The 
key is the policy, and it is to be used 
in the event of my death. Back of every 
business venture I take, back of every 
risk or speculation I make, is the knowl- 
edge of that golden hoard stored away 
against all hazards and misfortune. No 


| one can touch it—it is a sacred fund. It 


is my estate, made safe against all 
chance of loss. Should everything else 
be swept away by adversity, this fund 
rests immune from the vicissitudes of 
chance. Now, an absolutely safe security 
rarely yields more than 5 or 6 percent, 
but the value of these policies, the satis- 
faction of this service-contract between 
me and my company, is far more to me 
than 5 or 6 percent on the amount I 
pay. For the sum of such a rate of in- 
terest, I could not buy nearly such 
satisfaction as I find in my contracts— 
viewed in ‘this light. The knowledge that

URGES A SAFETY PROVISION 


Minnesota Governor Would Make 
Mandatory Sixty-day Clause on 
Loans and Cash Values 


.Governor Eberhart of Minnesota, in 
his message to the legislature last 
week, devoted considerable attention to 
insurance matters, He strongly recom- 
mended that life companies be required 
to insert a safety clause in their poli- 
cies, giving them the right to defer for 
sixty days the granting of loans or cash 
surrender values. On this subject he 
said: 

During the panic of 1907 the legal re- 
serve life companies of the United States 
furnished, on demand, approximately six- 
ty million dollars to policyholders. Under 
our present law a life insurance company 
may defer the granting of a loan, or the 
giving of a cash surrender value, for a 
period of six months, if it is so provided 
in the policy. It has not been mandatory 
upon any insurance company to provide in 
its policies that it may defer the giving 
of a cash surrender value, or a loan, for 
any length of time. The result has been 
that in their zeal for business a number 
of insurance companies, more desirous 
of securing business than safeguarding 
the interests of the policyholders, provide 
in their —— that the policyholder may 
secure his cash surrender value upon de- 
mand. On account of the keen competi- 
tion in the life insurance field, even the 
more conservative insurance companies 
have been forced to meet this competi- 
tion. The granting of a loan, or cash 
surrender value, on a policy upon demand 
has particularly two evil results. 

Our savings banks in the state of Min- 
nesota are required to reserve the right to 
defer, for a period of sixty days, the re- 
turn of a deposit to a depositor. During 
the panic of 1907 banks availed them- 
selves of this saving clause. There is no 
reason why insurance companies shoulg 
not be compelled, by legislative act, to 
insert in all of their policies a similar 
saving clause, as has been provided for 
by legislative act in regard to savings 
banks. 

The primary purpose of every life in- 
surance company is to protect families 
and pay death claims. Any other duty 
which it may perform is merely incidental 
thereto. It is a matter of history that 
90 percent of the loans ‘made to policy- 
holders result-in lapsation of the policy. 
If the policy holder were unable to get 
his cash surrender value, or secure a loan 
on his policy upon demand, unless the 
company saw fit to give the same, he 
would at least be deterred, and possibly 
prevented, from wage S~ his policy, 
which is tantamount to rrowing from 
his prospective widow ard orphans. 

Governor Eberhart also stron ly 
recommended the passage of the “blue 
sky” law recommended by the Na- 
tional Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners.

GEO. E. DICKSON’S NEW DEAL 





President of Royal Casualty Preparing 
to Handle “Trading Stamp” Insur- 
ance in Big Way 





George E. Dickson, president of the 
Royal Casualty, which has been han- 
dling “trading stamp” accident and 
health insurance in a small way with 
success for several months now, is or- 
ganizing a company with $500, 000 capi- 
tal to go into the line on more preten- 
tious plans. The scheme is the inven- 
tion and perfection of Mr. Dickson and 
he has fully protected himself by nu- 
merous copyrights and patents. These 
he has assigned to the Central Health 
& Accident Securities Company of Chi- 
cago, which will be the holding com- 
pany for the Central Health & Acci- 
dent Insurance Company of Illinois. Mr. 
Dickson plans to reinsure the Royal Cas- 
ualty in his new company and liquidate the 
Royal, which is a Missouri corporation. 
By incorporation in Illinois a broader 
charter can be secured and a consider- 
able sum can be saved from the tax 
account. at | 

Two Forms Now in Use 

One form of trading stamp indemnity 
which has been given a good try out is 
known as commissary insurance and is 
given with purchases of merchandise. 
Another form which is now being tried 
is called travelers’ cumulative accident 
insurance and is ay to hotel patrons 
on payment of bills. The two different 
forms are designed to meet the needs 
of the person into whose hands the 
contracts go. Still other forms are in 
preparation. The proposition has met 
with such a hearty reception that Mr. 
Dickson believes he has found one of 
the greatest premium producers that 
was ever injected into the insurance 
business. He is of the opinion that it 
will do much to popularize insurance 
and bring to the company issuing it 
much business in individual applica- 
tions. 


Traveling Men’s Insurance

given by hotels when bills are paid. The 
policies are in the — forms:

What Policy Pays 

When a traveling man pays his bill, 
of say $6, the cashier tears off a policy 
on the perforation above “Six Dollars” 
and the name, address, occupation and 
age of the guest is entered on the stub. 
When a book of policies is used up the 
stubs are sent to the company and the 
issuing hotel is given credit on a new 
book for the difference between the total 
insurance represented by the book and 
the actual amount issued. 

The policy pays for total disability one- 
third of its face per month for one year; 
‘for oy disability following total one- 
half the total disability benefit for six 
a provided the whole indemnity 
period does not exceed one year; for 
death or dismemberment within 90 days 
of accident, sixteen and two-thirds times 
the face; for the loss of one foot, one 





hand or one eye, one-third of the death 
benefit. The total amount assumed on 
one risk through any number of such 
policies is $100 a month for total dis- 
ability and $5,000 for death or dismem- 
berment. 


How Insurance Accumulates 


If a traveling man’s hotel bills amount 
to $100 a month he will have accumulated 
policies in one month insuring him for 
$1,666.66 for death or dismemberment and 
$33.33 per month for total disability. At 
the end of the third month on such a 
basis a traveling man will have insurance 
with a principal sum of $5,000 and a 
monthly benefit of $100. As each policy 
is for a term of 90 days a man traveling 
continuously can keep insured for the 
full amount. 

As accident insurance is carried by 
practically every traveling man the giv- 
ing away of indemnity by hotels will 
prove an advertisement of value. It will 
be sold of course as a means of drawing 
commercial patronage and holding guests 
not only against the competition of cafes 
but also over meals and over night when 
jumps to the next town can be made later 
without loss of time. 


Commissary Insurance 

Commissary insurance is the same plan 
adapted to the use of groceries, clothing 
stores, dry goods stores and other mer- 
cantile concerns. It provides accident and 
health insurance for patrons. By pur- 
chases of $50 a month at stores issuing 
insurance in the same manner as trading 
stamps, a person gets $50 a month for 
total disability and $150 for accidental 
death. On purchases of $1 or more pol- 
icies are issued; for less amounts cou- 
pons are punched which may be ex- 
changed for policies. This form of adver- 
tising has been in use in Chicago for 
several months and deals with larger 
merchants are pending. It is to handle 
some of these larger deals and expand 
over more territory that a company larger 
than the Royal Casualty is needed. 

Stock Selling Starts 

The Central Health & Accident Secur- 
ities Company, the holding concern, will 
have $500,000 7 percent preferred stock 
and $2,000,000 of common. The preferred 
is cumulative, with full voting power but 
the right is reserved to retire the pre- 
ferred stock at $20 per share with ac- 
cumulated interest after three years. All 
money paid for preferred stock goes into 
capital and surplus of the insurance com- 
pany, which is to have capital of $500,000 
and surplus of not less than $250,000. 
The preferred stock, which has a par 
value of $10, will be sold for $20 and with 
each share will go a share of common 
stock as a bonus. Half the common stock 
has been assigned to the treasury. This 
form of organization has been adapted to 
provide a working surplus and sufficient 
money to purchase the patents and copy- 
rights of Mr. Dickson. 


Two Surety Bills 

. L. Humphrey, vice-president of 
the Equitable Surety, Stephen A. Mar- 
tin, St. Louis manager of the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty, and C. S. 
Cobb, president of the Southern 
Surety, as a committee of the Surety 
Agents’ Association of St. Louis, have 
prepared two bills for presentation to 
the Missouri legislature. One per- 
mits probate judges to authorize pay- 
ment of premiums on bonds of fiduci- 
aries from funds of the estate. The 
other authorizes the payment of prem- 
iums on bonds of public officials from 
public funds. In both one-half of 1 
percent is fixed as the maximum rate 
that may be charged. 
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NEWS OF COMPENSATION 
STATE PLANS COME TO FRONT 


Indiana, West Virginia, Kansas and 
Oklahoma Show Sentiment Favor- 
able to These Schemes 





Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 15—(Special) 
—Governor B. F. Carroll, in his annual 
message to the Iowa legislature, makes 
some marked criticisms of the report 
of the majority of the lowa employers’ 
liability commission and declares in 
favor of the Massachusetts plan. He 
says that his criticisms are not to be 
considered as unfriendly or as minimiz- 
ing the work of the commission, but 
that he is moved to suggest modifica- 
tions after a lengthy conference with 
Actuary S. H. Wolfe of New York. 

The governor declares that the com- 
mission’s bill is bad in the first instance 
in confining its benefits to employes of 
persons having five or more employes. 
The governor says that employes of 
men employing fewer than five should 
not be thus discriminated against be- 
cause the hazard and exposure might 
be more pronounced than in a neigh- 
boring and much larger plant. If the 
employer should employ three men 
part of the time and ten part of the 
season, where would he stand, queries 
the governor, who says the section is 
“unwise and unnecessary.” 

Would Make Insurer Responsible 

Taking up the question of an enforced 
membership of each employer in a mutual 
association created by the state, the gov- 
ernor shows that the proposed measure 
provides for a lien against the property 
of the employer to make good the claims 
of an injured party. This, says the 
governor, hazards the commercial credit 
of the employer. He asks whether the 
injured workmen should not look to the 
association for his benefits rather than 
the individual employer. In fact, he 
says the collective responsibility as typi- 
fied by the association is one advantage 
of the proposed plan over the English 
and New Jersey systems. 

The governor says he is in favor with 
the idea of making the act compulsory 
because it makes the avoidance of its 
provisions difficult, but that he is not in 
sympathy with that provision requiring 
the employer or employe to renew his 
rejection within thirty days before the 
termination of one year after it has been 
originally filed. This, he says, would 
work a hardship upon the employe be- 
cause it would require him to keep track 
of the lapse of time to know whether or 
not the employer was still under the law. 
He would make rejection effective until 


waived. 
Question of Benefits 

As to starting the compensation fif- 
teen days after the injury, the governor 
says it would be wiser if at that time 
the employer be relieved from further 
liability for medical and hospital services. 
Otherwise, he says, malingering is en- 
couraged. 

The governor believes that the pay- 
ment of 60 percent of the average weekly 
wage to total dependenis in case of death 
or the workman in case of disability 
would encourage malingering. He thinks 
50 percent would be about right. 

The appointment of the commission at 
the hands first of the supreme court and 
then by the governor is pronounced by 
Governor Carroll to be dangerous and un- 
fortunate because it transfers possible 
political pressure from the governor to 
the supreme court. Let the governor 
appoint the commission on his own initia- 
tive and let the terms be not more than 
four to six years, says the governor. 


Discusses State Mutual 


Part III of the bill creates a monopoly 
because it compels any employer to be- 
come a member of the Employers’ In- 
demnity Association if he is to be entitled 
to pay compensation benefits. If he 
comes within the act and takes insurance 
from any other concern he loses out, 
which the governor says will in effect 
encourage the members to retain their 
peresnae freedom and remain outside the 
act. 

The governor points out that it will be 
a tremendous task for the state to launch 
its mutual concern. He supposes that 
there will be 15,000 members to bring in. 
Where will the board of directors obtain 
a sufficient number of qualified and ex- 
perienced insurance actuaries, underwrit- 
ers and clerks immediately to perform 
the enormous and highly technical task of 
insuring 15,000 risks, at the same time 
grouping them, inspecting them, classify- 
ing them, attending to the inevitable 
correspondence, collecting the premiums 
and paying the benefits, he asks. 

“I am afraid that the first days of its 
existence would render the condition of 





the association so chaotic that further 
continuance would be impossible,” says 
the vernor. The vernor recommends 
the Massachusetts plan, which gives the 
employer his option as between the state 
association and an organized insurance 


company. 
Other Criticisms 
The provisions for requiring a larger 
amount of reinsurance as the member- 
ship increases is declared by the gov- 
ernor to be so formulated as to be con- 
trary to the logic of insurance. He says 


further that the act prescribes a method | 


so vague as to be difficult. He would 
leave the item of reinsurance with the 
board of directors. The governor sug- 
gests that to leave the contingent lia- 
bility unlimited would cause employers 
untold anxiety, affect their credit and be 
unjust. He suggests that in cases of 
arbitration, 
viewers and opposes the provision in the 
bill requiring that one member of the 
commission act as third member of the 
arbitration board. 

The bill does not go far enough in pro- 
viding for the removal by the governor 
of members of the commission, says the 
message; members should be removable 
for malfeasance and other justifiable 
reasons, 


The Wheeling Board of Trade, the Ohio 
Valley Trades & Labor Assembly and the 
Business Men’s Protective Association of 
Wheeling have approved a draft of a 
compensation bill made by a committee. 
It is based on the Washington law, pro- 
viding for compulsory “state insurance.”

The benefits closely follow the Wash- 
ington law, the maximum payment for 
death being $4,000. 


PROSPECTS IN OKLAHOMA 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Jan 15—(Special) 
—Much interest is manifest in regard 
to proposed legislation on workmen's 
compensation. It is practically certain 
that some bill along that line will be 
enacted by the present legislature, but 
its form is in doubt. 

Two general types of bills will be in- 
troduced, one modeled after the new 
Washington law and the other based on 
the laws of Massachusetts and New Jer- 
sey. The bill which is being prepared by 
the state labor commissioner is practi- 
cally the Washington law. It would re- 
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quire all employers who would come un- 
der its terms to make regular payments 
into a state fund administered through 
the labor commissioner’s department. By 
reason of the fact that it places the 
entire administration of the act in the 
hands of .the labor commissioner, the 
question has been raised whether it might 
not be in conflict with the constitutional 
provision which vests the insurance com- 
missioner with jurisdiction over all forms 
of insurance. Friends of the bill point 
out in reply to this objection that the 
state bank guaranty law virtually pro- 
vides for the insurance of bank deposits, 
and that it has been administered by the 
banking departments without any ques- 
tion being raised as to the validity of 
such procedure. 


Other Proposed Plan 

The other measure proposed, based on 
the Massachusetts and New Jersey laws, 
simply fixes the amount of compensation 
to be awarded for any class of injury, 
with a complete schedule of disabilities 
and compensation therefor based on the 
— received by the employe at the 

me. 

In case of any dispute as to the proper 
classification for any injury, it is pro- 
vided that the matter may be submitted 
to the judge of the district court in the 
county which would have jurisdiction over 
such case, and his decision shall be 
conclusive and binding. 

This measure would not put the state 
behind its administration, except to the 
extent that it is responsible for the en- 
forcement of any laws of the state. 


FAVOR THE OHIO PLAN 

At a conference in Indianapolis on Sat- 
urday attended by representatives of the 
Indiana Manufacturers & Shippers Asso- 
ciation and the Indiana State Federation 
of Labor, the general form of a work- 
men’s compensation bill was agreed upon. 
On some details, however, the representa- 
tives of capital and of labor are far 
apart. They agreed that the Ohio law 
should be the model, providing for a state 


board of three members—one employer, 
one workman and one attorney—to be 
appointed by ‘the goversee to minister 
a fund to be contributed to by employers 
electing to come under the law, such 
employers not being subject to suit for 
damages for personal injuries to em- 
ployes except for wilful acts or injuries 
arising out of violation of a state law, 
municipal ordinance or an order of the 
state inspection bureau. 
Where They Differ 

The point on which the employers’ 
and employes’ representatives principally 
clashed was over this last provision re- 
garding damage suits. The employers 
want a provision under which if an 
employer under compensation is sued by 
an injured employe, alleging violation of 
statute, etc., he shall have his old com- 
mon law defenses. These were much im- 
ae by legislation tm 1911 and the 
abor men are so well satisfied with the 
new law that they are unwilling to have 
it changed in any way. Another point of 
difference was whether employes should 
contribute to the fund also. 

Henry W. Bullock, attorney for the 
State Federation of Labor, offered a pro- 
vision that the proposed law be made 
compulsory as regards employers of 
minors and corporations hereafter created 
by the state or admitted to the state. He 
believes this would be constitutional, 
while an out and out compulsory act 
would not be. Another conference was 
called for this week. 


Governor Marshall Urges Compensation 

Governor Marshall of Indiana in his 
message to the legislature said: 

“The intricacies of modern manufac- 
turing demand of the state that it take 
steps to protect itself from the Mability 
to support those who are disabled and 
the families of those whose lives are 
snuffed out. 

“The public now as the ultimate con- 
sumer is paying enough of money in the 
shape of premiums on casualty insurance 
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industrial accidents if the money were 
being applied to compensation and not 
to litigation. I most sincerely urge the 
immediate enactment of a workman’s 
compulsory compensation act.” 
WEBRASKA BILL BREVISED 

The bill providing for employers’ lia- 
bility insurance, which will be presented 
to the Nebraska legislature for passage, 
has been revised following a conference 
of the commission appointed to draft the 
proposed law. The minority report will 
offer some slight changes, tending to 
bring about a compromise measure. The 
majority report, however, will be altered 
to include changing the yaa of 65 
Percent to 560 percent of the wages in 
the case of disability and some changes 
which are expected to protect employers 
of sub-contractors. 


STATE PLAN TALK IN KANSAS 

Intimation that a bill providing for 
state insurance, at least along casualty 
lines, came with the gathering of mem- 
bers of the 1913 legislature at Topeka, 
Kan., last Monday. That a bill providing 
@ repeal of the present workmen’s com- 
pensation law and substituting a form 
of state insurance will be presented was 
talked of freely. Many of the members 
do not believe the present law presents 
a solution for the problem of compensa- 
tion for injured workmen. The scheme of 
state insurance is being urged in its 
stead. 

The author of the present law, how- 
ever, Representative Robert Stone of 
Shawnee county, does not believe a state 
insurance measure would be constitu- 
tional without an amendment to the con- 
stitution. He declares he believes before 
such a measure could become effective it 
would have to be referred to the voters 
in the shape of an amendment to the 
constitution. 

The proposed measure promises to be 
opposed to a considerable extent by men 
who do not believe a state insurance 
scheme is practicable. But some form 
of amendment to the present workmen’s 
compensation law is practically certain 
to be passed. 


NOTES FROM MICHIGAN 

The state of Michigan is unable to 
obey its own liability law. There is no 
fund from which the money can be taken 
to pay compensation to injured employes. 
It is likely that a law will be passed to 
provide a fund. 

It is found that the law does not pro- 
vide specifically where the payments 
shall be made. Many employers and some 
insurance companies are requiring the 
injured or their representatives to go to 
their offices for their money. The law 
may be amended to compel payment at 
the residences of the injured, as a num- 
ber of casualty companies are now doing. 

Secretary Richard L. Drake of the in- 
dustrial accident board has made a state- 
ment that under the compensation law 
four times as many injured employes are 
being compensated as under the old lia- 
bility conditions. On this account he 
upholds the assertion of Hability men 
that it will not be possible to reduce 
rates in Michigan. 

The St. Joseph, Mich., school district 
board has taken out workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance, the Fidelity & Cas- 
ualty getting the line. 

Bome Board Rulings 

A peculiar situation is seen in the 
working out of the compensation law. 
A laborer in a southern Michigan factory 
was injured Nov. 12, 1912, but continued 
working for three days thereafter; the 
industrial accident board ruled that com- 
pensation should begin on the fifteenth 
day after injury, which is in strict ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the law. 
The injury developed so seriously that 
the man is still incapacitated, so that the 
insurance company carrying the risk at 
the end of the eighth week after injury 
had to pay compensation for the first 
two weeks after injury. In other words, 
the injured employe received 50 percent 
of his wages for three days on which 
he was not disabled. 

The industrial accident board has ruled 
that the day on which an accident occurs 
is to be counted as the first day of dis- 
ability. The effect of this rule is that 
compensation shall begin on the four- 
teenth day after injury, instead of on the 
fifteenth, as stated in the law. Some 
employers and insurance companies main- 
tain that the board has exceeded it 
authority in promulgating this rule. 

The C. K. Davis Company of Detroit 
operates a garage and is under the com- 
pensation law. A chauffeur employed by 
Mr. Davis personally was killed there by 
a blow received while cranking a car. 
His father applied for compensation. 
The industrial accident board ruled that 
as Mr. Davis had not personally come 
under the compensation act and the 
chauffeur was employed by him, the board 
had no jurisdiction. 

At the request of a Detroit insurance 
company for a ruling, the state industrial 
board has ruled that a property owner is 
not responsible for accidents occurring 
on his premises unless the victim is his 
own employe. The case was that of a 
deliveryman who was hurt while deliver- 
ing goods at another plant. The insur- 
ance company set forth that the other 





employer, instead of its own policyholder, 
should be held liable. 

An arbitration committee presided over 
by a member of the industrial accident 
board on Tuesday held that wages should 
be-computed by the day or week instead 
of by the year. The case was that of a 
Bay City miner who was killed recently. 
The coal company claimed that as the 
mines were clos a good portion of the 
year, the weekly compensation for the 
widow and seven children should be com- 
puted by the amount he earned on an 
average, instead of upon what he received 
whil eactually employed. The arbitration 
board ruled otherwise and awarded the 
dependents $10 a week for 300 weeks. 
The board was composed of a representa- 
tive of the coal company, one of the 
miners union, and Mr. Kinnane. 


HUBBERT GETS DENVER OFFICE 
Title Guaranty & Surety’s. Northwest- 


ern Manager Promoted to More 
Important Station 











‘Mare Hubbert, who has been mana- 
ger of the Minneapolis branch office of 
the Title Guaranty & Surety, since it 
was opened some months ago, has been 
promoted to the position of manager 
of the Rocky Mountain department, 
with headquarters at Denver, where he 
succeeds H. R. Kaus, who resigned to 
enter the legal profession. This de- 
partment comprises Colorado, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Wyoming, Utah and New 
Mexico, and is an important one. W. C. 
Bull, associate manager, and F. G. 
Dollis, special agent, continue in their 
respective positions. 

For a number of years previous to 
his going with the Title, Mr. Hubbert 
was in the service of the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty, part of the time 
as manager of the Puget Sound depart- 
ment, where be made a good record. 
He made good so rapidly with the Title 
at Minneapolis, that the company in 
October took up with him the matter 
of advancing him to a larger field. He 
has had years of field work and is quali- 
fied to develop a large territory. 


Zurich Gets Good Men 

The United States branch of the 
Zurich has appointed as chief inspector 
T. H. Carey, who resigned from a sim- 
ilar position-in the western department 
of the Globe Indemnity. Mr. Carey 
was formerly with the Travelers, and 
ranks high as an inspector. As super- 
intendent of the claims department the 
Zurich has appointed W. J. Weldon. 
He used to be with the Ocean, but 
more recently was with Chris. Schroe- 
der & Son, of Milwaukee, general 
agents of the American Fidelity. Both 
men are old friends of Arthur W. Col- 
lins, assistant manager of the Zurich. 
The company is now getting its head 
office in fine shape, and has most of 
its policy forms on hand. It will shortly 
begin entering the states in which it 
expects to operate. 


Wants Standard Provisions 


Governor Eberhart, of Minnesota, in 
his annual message to the legislature, 
has urged very strongly the enactment 
of the standard provisions bill relating 
to accident and health policies. He 
says: 


“Some time ago a number of insurance 
departments of the United States insti- 
tuted joint examination of the leading 
health and accident companies doing busi- 
ness in the United States. These exam- 
inations disclose that a great many of the 
health and accident companies were deal- 
ing unfairly with policyholders in the 
settlement of claims. The chief reason 
assigned for this quite uniform condition 
was the ambiguous and indefinite contract 
or policy forms employed by a number of 
companies.

We shall 
suggest that our own officers and impor- 
tant field representatives pursue the same 
course with reference to your organiza- 
tion, on the assumption that this will be 
agreeable to you.

In view of our necessarily large number 
of blanks, we could not conveniently fur- 
nish copies of all, however much we 
should like to do so in order to show our 
spirit of cooperation. Nor would you ex- 
pect us to open our records to your in- 
spection, because to do so would disclose 
to others information about the business 
of our patrons, which we in common with 
other companies hold sacredly confiden- 


We are also pleased to offer you our 
services in connection with your cosurety 
and reinsurance requirements, whether 
such requirements arise from a legal ne- 
cessity or from a desire on your part to 
distribute your risks and thus avoid the 
hazards of concentrated liability. If you 
have time to submit such matters to us 
before signing the bond, you will get 
our underwriting judgment on the risk. 
If yours is a new company, you may con- 
sider this judgment of some value, con- 
sidering that it is based on an experience 
of over a quarter of a century. As to 
this feature of our business, it may in- 
terest you to know that the various mem- 
bers of our underwriting committee have 
been in our service for periods ranging 
from sixteen to twenty-five years each, 
and that this committee is in a position 
to give decisions on underwriting propo- 
sitions with the utmost promptness. 

We shall be pleased to remember you 
in connection with our own excess lines, 
when possible. If we are able at any 
time to submit a reinsurance proposition 
to you in advance of the execution of the 
bond, we shall consider ourselves for- 
tunate in being able to benefit by your 
own underwriting experience and by your 
possible knowledge of local conditions 
surrounding the risk. 

I hope that the relations growing out 
of this intercourse and exchange of busi- 
ness may be mutually pleasant, and that

DEAL NOT FULLY UNDERSTOOD 





Some American Bonding Agents Hasty 
in Making New Connections With- 
out More Information 





The American Bonding has suffered 
much convenience and more or less 
loss through misunderstanding by 
agents of the terms of the merger be- 
tween it and the Fidelity & Deposit and 
baseless rumors that have grown out 
of the merger plans. Because the con- 
solidated company will continue to be 
known as the Fidelity & Deposit, it ap- 
pears to have been taken for granted 
by some that the American Bonding 
was being absorbed and its business re- 
insured by the Fidelity & Deposit. 
Then followed a rumor that the busi- 
ness already had been reinsured and 
that the company was out of business 
except for the actual transfer to the 
Fidelity & Deposit. This was so far 
from the truth that it was necessary to 
deny it specifically. 

It is not unlikely that much of this 
confusion was caused by representatives 
of other companies that were seeking. to 
get the American Bonding agents—and 
did get some of them. 

The facts in the case are that the two 
companies consolidate on practically equal 
terms. The name of the older and larger 
company was naturally retained, although 
it is understood that there was_consider- 
able discussion on that point. The Amer- 
ican Bonding home office people are being 
as well taken care of as are those of the 
Fidelity & Deposit, and assurances have 
been given to the agents that a similar 
policy will be pursued in the field. It 
will take some time to work out all the 
local problems. 

It is probable that at some points con- 
solidation of agencies can be effected to 
the advantage of all. In a town where 
there is a live agent of one company and 
a dead agent of the other, it is not hard 
to guess which one will be retained. It 
looks very much as if some agents of 
the American Bonding by failing to take 
time to learn the facts have thrown 
away their chances to represent the 
largest surety company in the world. 





Warns of Contract Bonds 

Owing to very heavy contract bond 
losses President William _B. Joyce of 
the National Surety has issued a warn- 
ing to the company’s agents to exer- 
cise great in writing this class of bonds, 
giving the home office the fullest pos- 
sible information. He says that within 
a few weeks the National has been 
obliged to increase its claim reserves 
by more than $300,000 on account of 
contract losses and that in many cases 
indemnifying agreements have proved 
of little value. 





Must Give New Bonds 


The corporation counsel of St. Paul, 
Minn., has held that the amendment to 
the law adopted in 1909, which pro- 
vides that banks holding city deposits 
need give corporate bonds only up to 
the maximum amount of the deposits, 
does not apply to St. Paul, because of 
its home rule character, and that the 
old law requiring bonds in twice the 
amount of deposits is in force in that 
city. Accordingly, it is held that all 
the city depositories except three have 
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up insufficient surety and must file new 
bonds. The exceptions are the Mer- 
chants National, East Side, and Scan- 
dinavian-American Banks. The banks 
affected by the opinion hold about 50 
percent of the city deposits.

Plate Glass Meeting 

At a meeting of the Plate Glass 
Service & Information Bureau last 
Thursday, rates for Michigan were 
adopted. In Detroit, the rates will be 
manual less 25 percent, effective Feb. 1. 
Effective ‘March 1, rates in southern 
Michigan will be manual less 20 per- 
cent, and in northern Michigan, manual 
without discount on ordinary sizes, and 
25 percent above manual on flat car 
sizes. It was reported by the commit- 
tee that an association is now being 
formed in Detroit. 

A committee was appointed to take 
up the question of a local association 
in Indiana, consisting of the Massa- 
chusetts Bonding, the New Jersey Fi- 
delity & Plate Glass, and the Aetna Ac- 
cident & Liability. 

After discussing and failing to pass 
a resolution which would authorize 
members to meet outside competition, 
the bureau adopted a resolution calling 
upon members to report the amount 
written by them in bureau states in 
1911 and 1912, showing where they have 
lost business, to what classes of com- 
panies it had gone. 





Tangle on Promotion Scheme 

The receiver for the Automobile In- 
surance Company of America, which 
was at one time under promotion at 
Indianapolis, has asked the court for 
instructions as to the payment of a 
dividend. Stock was sold at varying 
prices and notes for different propor- 
tions of the purchase price were given 





by the stockholders. The question is 
whether the distribution shall be in pro- 
portion to the cash actually paid or ac- 
cording to the purchase price. In the 
latter case the notes would be treated 
as assets and would be set off against 
the dividend to which the respective 
stockholders are entitled. The receiver 
favors the latter method. 

If the notes are considered as assets 
the aggregate distribution will be $161, 
354 and the amount will be divided 
among stockholders whose subscrip- 
tions amounted to $247,357. A 40 per- 
cent dividend was ordered some time 
ago.

FOR STATE DEPOSIT INSURANCE 

Representative Wolcott of Albion has 
introduced in the Michigan legislature a 
bill to create a state fund for insurance 
of deposits in state banks. It is outlined 
as follows: Every state bank shall de- 
posit with the state a specific amount for 
every $100 in assets, less capital stock 
and surplus. Further ,every bank would 
pay a quarterly “premium” of one-twen- 
tieth of 1 percent on its assets, minus 
the capital stock, surplus and _ secured 
until the aggregate of the “pre- 
The $200,000,

tion of the apparatus. The opinion does 
not, of course, change the rule which 
requires careful inspection, operation and 
maintenance by the owner. These actions 
were defended by the General Accident. 





GET ANOTHER CONCESSION 

An additional concession is granted to 
Surety men by the board of public works 
of Louisville. Following the agreement 
by which definite limitation of liability 
will be placed in all proposal and contract 
bonds, the board has agreed that a cer- 
tified check for 5 percent of the bid need 
not be filed with proposals hereafter, the 
surety bond being regarded as sufficient. 
Both bond and check have been required 
heretofore. Having won their contest 
with the municipal authorities the surety 
men are now preparing to take up with 
the board of education the form of bonds 
used, unlimited liability being provided 
there as well as in the city forms.

MUSEUM OF SAFETY MEDALS 


The annual awarding of medals by the 
American Museum of Safety will take 
place Jan. 23. The Rathenau medal, 
awarded for the first time, and to be 
given for the best device or process in 
the electrical industry for safeguarding 
industrial life and health, goes to Thomas 
A. Edison. It is in recognition of his 
application of his storage battery in new 
forms with special adjuncts in relation to 
safety in mines, tunnels, work under 
water, in factories where explosives are 
made, powder magazines and where ex- 
plosive gases are generated or in use. 
Géneral application of the storage bat- 
tery in this field has reduced the hazard 
to workers fully 100 percent. 

The Scientific American medal for the 
most efficient safety device invented dur- 
ing the past three years will be awarded 
to the inventors and makers of the pul- 
motor, the Draeger Oxygen Apparatus 
Company. 

The Louis Livingston Seaman medal, 
which is for progress and achievement in 
the promotion of hygiene and sanitation, 
and the mitigation of occupational dis- 
ease, will be presented this year to the 
National Cash Register Company. 

The Travelers’ Insurance Company 
medal for the American employer, who in 
the judgment of the American Museum 
of Safety, has done the most for the pro- 





tection of the lives and limbs of work- 
men, will be awarded to the New York 

ison Company for making safer the 
electrical industry. 

The departments of the Museum’s ac- 
tivities are now iron and steel, education, 
chemical industry, industrial hygiene and 
occupational diseases, illumination, venti- 
lation and heating, food and industrial 
dietetics, water supplies and communica- 
ble diseases. 





COURTS MUST DECIDE 


The Ocean Accident & Guarantee will 
probably have to sue the St. Paul board 
of school inspectors for the earned pre- 
mium on the boiler policy the company 
recently cancelled. The policy was writ- 
ten for three years at a premium of 
$1,203.50, payable in annual installments. 
It ran about two months when the com- 
pany cancelled. The company wants the 
earned premium of about $68 and the 
school board not only refuses to pay that, 
but talks of suing the company for $13, 
as it cost the board about $81 to get the 
boilers inspected after the cancellation.

The Wisconsin supreme court has 
granted a new trial of the case of An- 
thony Schultz of Milwaukee against the 
Frankfort General which was decided 
against Schultz in the circuit court. 
Schultz sued the Frankfort for $15,000 
damages for alleged intimidation to pre- 
vent his appearing as a witness in a 
personal injury case the insurance com- 
pany was defending. 

Official bonds of Paterson, N. J., ag- 
gregating $135,000 penalties, to run three 
years, have gone to the National Surety 
at a premium of $1,284.50. One surety 
underwriter says the Towner rate on 
the lot would be $1,530 for the three 
years.

tee, or aS manager in any political cam- 
paign for any candidate or party.” The 
complaint alleged that Mr. Ekern had 
been guilty of official misconduct and wil- 
ful neglect of duty in that he “did serve 
on and under the political committee and 
as manager of the political campaign for 
one L. L. Johnson, who was then and 
there candidate for the office of speaker 
of the assembly.” The executive clerk 
denied there had been ny neglect of duty 
on the part of Mr. Ekern, and Mr. John- 
son says he had no political committee 
nor manager. 


Whole State Is Stirred Up 


The whole affair has stirred the whole 
state. Mr. Erken’s active administration 
of the affairs of the insurance depart- 
ment, the fact that the new state life 
insurance plan is just being put into 
effect, the work of the legislative fire in- 
surance investigating committee, which 
has been done largely with his assistance, 
and examinations and other matters have 
made his department recognized as one 
of the most efficient in the country. 

Indications are that the trouble be- 
tween Governor McGovern and Mr. Ekern 
will be a fight to the finish. John A. 
Aylward, Madison attorney, who is the 
leading counsel for Mr. Ekern, says that 
his course to get the Ekern matter into 
court has not been decided. There has 
been considerable talk of proceedings in 
the state supreme court. Mr. Ekern says 
that he is prepared for any move that the 
governor may make and now that another 
commissioner is named he will likely take 
the matter into court. He says that he 
has an extensive brief prepared. 

It is pretty well understood that no 
definite action will be taken by Mr. Ekern 
until the governor gives him opportunity 
through the ejection of the commissioner. 


Anderson Well Qualified 


Lieutenant-Governor Morris said that 
a canvass of the senate Wednesday indi- 
cated at least nineteen votes against con- 
firmation of Mr. Anderson and possibly 
more. This would leave at most not over 
fourtéen votes for Anderson, while sev- 
enteen or a majority is necessary. Mr. 
Ekern is still on duty and his friends 
say he will stay until forcibly dispos- 
sessed. 

Mr. Anderson has been actuary of the 
Wisconsin department eight years and is 
exceptionally qualified. He is a graduate 
of the University of Wisconsin, where he 
specialized on insurance and he has writ- 
ten much on the subject. He is also chief 
instructor in insurance in the department 
of economics of the university. He holds 
the degree of doctor of philosophy. He 
made two trips to Europe to study in- 
surance problems. He is forty-five years 
old. 








NOT TO ENDANGER SECURITY 

The final hearing before William B. 
Ellison on the revision of the New York 
standard policy was held yesterday, at 
the close of which Mr. Ellison practically 
admitted he had been convinced by argu- 
ments of Willis O. Robb for the com- 
panies and Moses Tanenbaum that noth- 





ing should be done to imperil the security 


of insurance which all require. Mr. El- 
lison has been at Albany in conference 
with Governor Sulzer.

Question—We have recently learned 
that certain agents have been charging 
their companies 5 cents postage on all 
cancelled or returned policies, and have 
received no instructions from the com- 
panies as to the invalidity of the charge. 
Do you know whether this custom is 
prevalent, and permissable, or not? 

Answer—Regarding postage charged 
on canceled or returned policies, will 
say that under the working rules of the 
Western Union and Western Insurance 
Bureau, the amount allowed for all 
postage in an agency is 5 cents for 
each dailly report. This covers the 
entire postage permitted. If any com- 
panies are allowing a postage charge 
other than this they are violating the 
working rules. 

Question—1. John Doe owns a piece 
of property on which he carries $6,000 
insurance and secures a ioan from a 
loan and trust company for $4,000, se- 
cured by a mortgage on the property. 
He transfers to the trust company one 
policy of $2,000 in company A, with 
New York standard mortgage clause, 
without the contribution clause, and 
$2,000 in company B with the New 
York standard mortgage clause, with 
full contribution, and holds the other 
policy in company C himself without 
any mortgage clause attached. He 
then sells the property to Mary Doe, 
his wife, she assuming the payment of 
the mortgage. None of the insurance 
companies nor the trust company has 
any notice of the sale of the property. 
A loss now occurs of $3,000. How is 
the loss apportioned or how much is 
paid by each company? 

2. How much would be paid by each 
company under same conditions of in- 
surance and mortgage, except that 
John Doe, who owns the property, 
voids all the insurance by increase of 
hazard without notice to any of the 
companies and the trust company hav- 
ing no notice of such increase of 
hazard, loss $3,000? 

Answer—You understand, of course, 
that the policy of company C, which

has no mortgage clause, is entirely 
void, because of the change in the title. 
The two policies that have the mort- 
gage clause protect the loan and trust 
company, although the companies are 
entitled to subrogation for what the 
pay. The policy in company B, wit 
the full contribution clause, will con- 
tribute as though the entire $6,000 of 
insurance was valid, in other words it 
will pay the mortgagee one-third of the 
loss. So far as the loan and trust 
company is concerned there is $4,000 
of insurance in force and the policy of 
company A, without the contribution 
clause, will pay one-half of the loss. 
The remainder, namely, one-sixth of 
the loss, is not covered. 

2. In the second case the appor- 
tionment would be the same. 


Question—Do you know of any fire 
insurance company that will insure a 
moving picture machine and films along 
with the other furniture and fixtures? 

Answer—You can get coverage on 
moving picture machines, films, etc., 
from a number of standard companies 
and through Frank R. Thompson, 1960 
Insurance Exchange, Chicago, who has 
made a specialty of handling this class. 
The insurance on machine and films 
does not cover for fire originating in 
the machine or films. Complete cov- 
erage, that is, insurance against fire 
originating from the machine as well 
as all other causes, is not obtainable, 
as far as we are able to learn. 

Question—Please advise me _ the 
names of the different fire companies 
that are members of the Western Un- 
ion, which write farm property.
